The new registrar, Miss Jessie 
Machlr, is Installed upon the main 
door of the Nichols Gymnasium.

"The enrollment in the lecondary 
school will be greater than the en- 
rollment In the old subfreshmar. 
course," said Professor Kent, hcaJ 
of the secondary school. "It is sur- 
prising the number of students past 
£1 who cannot spend four years in a 
high school and then four more in a 
college, but who can take a three- 
year vocational course."

The secondary school is a separate 
school. It gives three year courses 
In agriculture, mechanics arts and 
domestic science.

If the students desire 
then to enter the college they can 
do so by doing work in special 
classes which will be provided. 

The school was not created to take 
the place of the old sub fresh man 
course, but to provide a three year 
course In vocational subjects for 
graduates from the eighth grade 
who cannot spend four years in a 
high school and then four more In a 
college. 

The school has the advantages af- 
forded '■>>■ the college equipment, 
grounds and buildings, including 
very adequate laboratories.

Follows Pony Express Route 

To the people along the route of 
the Rock Island Highway — especial- 
ly In the towns along that portion 
which Ilos between St. Joseph and 
Marysvllle — the opening of the Hock 
Island Highway is of more than com- 
mon interest because the houtc fol- 
lows In the main the route of the 
old pony express route on the Over- 
land Trail to California. 

Early In 1860, Will (am H. nussel 
of Leavenworth established the old 
Pony Express Route from St. Jos- 
eph to San Francisco. Johnny Frey 
was itt first rider and his first trip 
was made April 3. He left St Jos- 
eph In the evening. The route, aftcr 
leavlng St. Joseph, crossed the river 
and a little south of there ran due 
west until the old Military Road was 
reached at Kenuekuk where It di- 
verged poniewha t and followed a 
westward course to this city. Leav- 
ing MarysvlHo, the route took a 
northwest course and crossed Into 
Nebraska at what was known In the 
early days as tbe llollenberg Ranch 
located a mile or two west of Hatir- 
over, Washington county. An old 
log cabin — the Hollenberg Inn — was 
standing when this route was estab- 
lished and Is today still standing. 
Many Old Towns Abandoned 

Tbe trail after leaving the old Mil- 
itary Road at ' Kennekuk passed 
through Granada, Log Cabin, Seneca, 
Ash Point, Gulttard's Station, near 
tbe present town ot Beattle, in this 
county, and then to this city. A 
number of the towns and stopping 
places on the old route between St. 
Joseph and Marysvllle bave since 
>)>een abandoned, but their memory 
lingers. However, the county scat 
towns still remain tnrt are on the 
route of the Rock island Highway, 
which will be officially opened this 
week. 

Leaving Marysvllle, the old Pony- 
Express Trail crossed the Big Blue 
River at Marshall's Ford and tbe 
St. Joseph to Fort Kearney, Nebr. — 
wended its way northwesterly to 
that place.

DECLARE IT UNFAIR. 



The Normal Intends to withdraw 
rom the Kansas athletic con erence 
at once, according to the announce- 
ment o Coach Ueorgo Crispin, made 
last week. The recent ruling ot the 
Kaunas athleti c conference, which 
stipulates that the schools In the 
conference having an enrollment of 
between 150 students cannot play 
freshmen during the first eighteen 
weeks of school Is given as the rea- 
son for the withdrawal.

Topeka, Sept 2G. — Figures receiv-. 
ed at the state house office of the 
board of administration indicate that 
the attendance records at every one 
of the state educational institutions 
will be broken this year. At the 
end of last week, according to D. M. 
Bowen, secretary of the board, there 
were 1,07 f> more students enrolled 
at the schools than on the corres- 
ponding day a year ago. 

"And they still were lined up to 
enroll late Saturday afternoon," said 
Mr. Bowen, "at the State Agricultu- 
ral college." 

The Agricultural college shows the 
biggest Increase In enrollment, with 
400 increase over the same day a 
year ago, when the previous enroll 
ment records were smashed. The 
University gets the next biggest In- 
crease, 250. Other increases report- 
ed to the board so far are: Pitts- 
burg Normal, 140; Hays Normal 75; 
The figures from the State Normal 
at Emporia were not reported at the, 
end of the week. 

"The tendency to get a more prac- 
tical education Is largely responsible 
for the Increased enrollment," ac- 
codlng to Secretary Bowen. "This 
undoubtedly has been a big factor 
In bringing more students to the 
state schools. While It accounts fur 
only a small part of the Increase, I 
presume some boys are enrolled this 
fall because of the lack of work fol- 
lowing the drouth. But this I believe 
to be largely offset by the decreased 
attendance due to lack of finances 
on the part of a number qf oil stud- 
fats who are not back this year. 

"One big factor, I am certain Is 
the faith in the necessity of a col- 
lege education nowadays, especially 
along pracUcal lines. We have a 
good teaching force now, and that 
doubtless has attracted a good many 
students."

Cora U. Lewii of Kinsley, a member 
ii ' the state cducutlonnl administra- 
tion board, At the state Agricultural 
College alone. u5 female instructors 
hnvo recently tallowed the lure of tho 
love Rod and resigned their positions 
to .liecome blushing brides. 

In Topeka this week Mrs. Lewis 
told of the trials and tribulations of 
a woman who tries to help "boss" 
the big state colleges and universi- 
ties. For Mrs. Lewis Is one of the 
three members or the educational ad- 
ministration board, which has super- 
vision over tire state educational in- 
stitutions and the responsibility of 
shaping Ihofr course, directing their 
management nnd buying their sup- 
plies, to say nothing of looking after 
tho details of employ in sj some 1,200 
or 1.6 (W instructors and heads of de- 
partments. 

Mrs. Lewis returned this week 
from Manhattan, where she attended 
the opening ceremonies surround in k 
the formal opening of Ihe State Ak-. 
rlcultural eollepe. The big farm 
whool is now In excellent running 
order, Mrs. Lewis says, and there 
Is a greatly increased attendance In 
all departments and every Indication 
of a successful year. 

"President Waters told us," said 
Mm. Lewis, "that he has one of the 
most competent and efficient facul- 
ties fn the history of the school and 
that this year there should be the 
best since the establish incut of tbe 
school," 

"Well, the loss of some of the old- 
er Instructors will have Its effect," 
said Mrs. Lewis, "althon^li wfs have 
employed a number of new Instruc- 
tors from whom we expect great re- 
sults, lint the loss of teachers was 
not due alone to the action or the leg- 
islature or lhr» policies of the >')0ard. 
We lost more teachers through mat- 
rimony than from" any other cause. 

"Why, do you know," confided 
Mrs. Lewis, "we have lost 35 of our 
lady Instructors In the Agricultural 
college since the close of the last 
school term ali to get married. These 
kind of resignations berarae so fre- 
quent that when President .Waters 
sent us nolle* that some lady in- 
structor was to quit, he just wrote 
on the resignation 'usual cause' and 
we always know what was meant 
there were to be wedding bells and 
another happy home." 

But with the educational board, 
the loss of thi'se teachers I? no joke. 
They laugh ahout it but it Is really a 
serious matter. 

"I don't know what Is the real 
cause, " slplved Mrs. Lewis. "It does 
not happen so frequently in the other 
schools. Tin re is evidently some- 
thing about the surroundings or the 
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college that promotes love affairs 
quicker than In tho olher schools. 
But the loss of 36 of our lady teach- 
im during a summer vacation period- 
Is not a laughing matter. Especial- 
ly when It la necessary to find good 
competent people to take their 
places.

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There will be an athletic meeting 
in the auditorium Tuesday morning 
at Chape) hour. Coach Lowman, as- 
sistant coach Herner and Captain 
Fred Loomla will talk on the pros- 
pects of the football season. 

No athletic team can be expected 
to do Its beet If It is not backed by 
good and systematic rooting. At 
this meeting a new system of cheer- 
ing will be discussed, and yell lead- 
ers will be ejected. 

Many colleges and universities 
meet with great, success In their 
cheering by having one chief yell 
leader, and two or three assistants. 
For these places men must be elect- 
ed that have a natural ability of 
leadership. Men tbat won't give up 
till the game Is won, and men who 
stand in well with the student body. 
This meeting takes the place of 
the regular chapel program, and ev- 
ery one Is urged to ibe present. 
At Thursday's Meeting 
The members of the Rooters Club 
and others interested in the work, 
met in the old chapel Thursday at 
chapel hour and discussed plans for 
the re-organization of the club. 

I. L. Fowler, President of the club, 
called the meeting to order, and In 
a short speech deplored the lack of 
Interest in the last year, 1 owler 
then Introduced Conch Lowman, who 
presented a new system of organiza- 
tion for this .year. 

The Coach laid the blame of the 
small membership on the extra fee of 
60 cents which has been charged the 
past two years. He called attention 
to the fact that, w'th a paid-up mem 
hership of only fifty members, the 
money derived from the dues was not 
enough to accomplish much In the 
way of entertaining visiting teams* 
and carrying on the Incidental ex- 
penses of the Hub. 

He suggested that every person 
paying the regular 11.50 athletic fee 
should automatically become a mem- 
ber of the clu'i), and the necessary 
money be raise ' by collections and 
subscriptions. 

Fowler and Martin Souders spoke 
In the same vein, pointing out the 
ease with which money was raised 
by collections last year, and compar- 
ing the amount raised by the dues 
system. 

Souders moved that the constitu- 
tion of the club be amended to in- 
clude as members of the R&Oten 
riub, ail persons who have paid th? 
regular athletic fee. 

The motion was seconded and 
unanimously passed. 

Coach Lowman then made two 
other suggestions to the club. He 
advocated the choice of two cheer 
leaders by each class, their work to 
■> supervised by the official leader of 
the club. 

He also suggested a radical 
change In the method of election of 
the three student members of the 
Athletic Board. The Coach proposed 
that the Senior, Junior and Sophmorc 
classes each elect one member from 
their own class. This method has 
recently been adopted in Amos, Iowa, 
and the coach said he believed it 
would be most successful here. 

I'uder the old system of election 
of the Etudent members or the board 
by the Rooters Club, the student 
body as a whole was not represented 
and this fault met with the disap- 
proval both or the Coach and of 
President Waters. 

Fowler and others spoke in favor 
of making the proposed change, and 
Incorporating the office of member 
of the Athletic Board in the perma- 
nent offices of the classes. A motion 
was unanimously passed to that cf- 
feet, and the Secretary was instruct- 
ed to notify the Sophomores. Juniors 
and Seniors of the action. 

No definite artion was taltan as to 
(ho election of cheer leaders by the 
various classes. 

As the plans for rc-organ izatlon 
hnd MM up, the election of officers 
was postponed till next Thursday at 
chapel hour.

The old serum plant will change Its 
location. The old one will be abol- 
ished and a new plant erected. The 
contract for the new plant has alrea- 
dy been let by the Board of Adminis- 
tration and work upon a new plant 
will begin soon. The plant would 
have been erected at once but for 
the difficulty In finding a location 
that was nearer to the college and 
also a desire on the part of the resi- 
dents of college hill to keep the plant 
as far away from themselves aa pos- 
sible. It la easily seen that the plant 
Is obnoxious when It is considered 
that there are from 300 to 1000 hogs 
alwaya on hand. 

The .property owners are trying to 
have an Interurban through their 
district and It was felt that the plana 
would lower the property value. 

Aa It la the matter still swings In 
the balance and although It seemed 
at first that there would toe some liti- 
gation It Is now probable that the 
trouble will be settled for the best 
Interests of all. 

Professor Scboenleber, when Inter- 
viewed atated that the new plant wai 
necessary because of the Inefficiency 
and limited capacity of the old plant 
for the production of serum. The in- 
cinerating division of the old plant 
was too close to the road. This will 
be carefully avoided in the new plant. 

"There Is an Increasing demand 
for the serum," said Dr. Schoenleber. 
"Beeently It was necessary to return 
a check for a thousand dollars simply 
because the plant could not supply 
the serum. At present the plant is 
supplying in mm for the states of 
Iowa, Virginia ""d Idaho. As u mat- 
ter or saiety It Is necessary to keep 
on hand a constant reserve of 600,- 
080 centimeters for emergency 
calls." 

As soon as the new plant Is located 
work will commence. The construc- 
tion will be of brick and the plant 
will bo as sanitary as possible.

Display and Demonstrators to Go To 

Tulsa, Oklahoma, Oct.

The Division o f Agriculture hi 
preparing a large exhibit of farm 
crop products to be sent to the In- 
ternational Dry Farming Congress 
and Farm Crops Exhibition which Is 
to be held In Tulsa, Oklahoma, Oct, 
22 to 31. 

Mr. Bruce Wilson, farm demon- 
strator for the agricultural division 
with several assistants has been en- 
gaged for the greater part of the 
summer, In collecting and preparing 
samples and exhibits for the display. 

The exhibit consists chiefly of 
grains and forage crops, together with 
charts, photographs and placards, 
describing the methods employed in 
their production. 

The chief aim Is to be educational, 
rather than competitive. Although 
a prize has been offered by the direc- 
tors of the Exposition for the best 
exhibit from any college, the K. S. A. 
C, exhibit has been arranged entire- 
ly to the view of demonstration of 
general practical, methods of crop 
production In semi -arid regions. 
Exhibits Will Include 

Specimens have been collected from 
all over the state. The Hays Experl 
mivi Station has furnished some ex- 
cellent UHBplM of wheat and other 
grains. The Tribune Experiment 
Station In Greeley County has con- 
tributed sorghums and other valu- 
able forage crops. * 

The exhibit will Include: state- 
ments of the results of experiment! 
here and at the different experiment 
stations, pictures and data arranged 
In a striking, simple and easily 
comprehended form. 

Special attention will be paid to 
the dry farming feature. The exhib- 
it* rotating to this phase of the expo- 
sition have come principally from 
the western part of the state. 
Dry Farming CongreM 

The Dry Farming Congress will 
play the most Important part in the 
exposition, and the K. S, A. C, ex- 
hibits have been carefully arranged 
with this fact in mind. 

New varieties of sorghums. kaSlr 
corn, and other drouth-restricting 
crops are to be shown and their cul- 
ture explained. The Division of Ak 
ilculture has devoted much time to 
the testing and propagation of these 
crops for some years. 

The exhibit will not ibe confined to 
the agronomy department, but will 
Include work from the horticultural, 
dairying, animal husbandry and 
poultry departments. The horticul- 
tural department will send exhibits 
now In use on the Farmers' Institute 
circuit. They will be arranged In tbe 
Institute show cases, and be accom- 
panied by the Information used by 
the Institute demonstrators.

Your 50 cent medical fee Is good 
at four of the physicians' offices. The 
health board has made arrangements 
for the treatment of all students 
cases by these four doctors. This 
arrangement Is only temporary and a 
permanent arrangement will be made 
soon. The doctors do not think they 
received enough for their work last 
year. 

Last year the students could go to 
any of the doctors and the bill would 
be paid 'by the college. A r. .irse was 
employed and she visited all who 
were sick. 

The doctors last year received 
48.9 percent of the total amount (i 
their bills. They feel that this 
amount Is not enough. 

Miss Gertrude Nicholson, the 
nurse last year, resigned and her suc- 
cessor has not yet been chosen. 

The rules governing the sick cases 
are the same this year as last. The 
sick permits am Issued by the reg- 
istrar and turned over to the doctors. 
Medicine will be furnished In ordi- 
nary cases, but the student will have 
some medicine to buy occasionally. 

One of the rules to be observed is; 
When a student who has been ab- 
sent from college for two or more 
consecutive days because of sickness, 
returns he must present to the In- 
structor a certificate ot good health 
from his physician before he will 
bo permitted to l>e In the class."

Since the teaching of Journalism was 
begun these courses In journalism 
have been introduced into thirty-five 
universities and colleges.

Enrollment Larger Than Ever Be- 
fore in Fall 
Lawrence, Oct 3 — Enrollment at 
the University of Kansas has reached 
a total of 2. 145. Thta is a material 
Increase over that of last year, ac- 
cording to Registrar George O. Fos- 
ter. With summer school and second 
semester registration more students 
will be attending the university this 
year than ever before in Its history. 



Now that the football season Is 
near at band, It might be well to 
took over the changes In the last sea- 
son's football rules. The rule regu- 
lating tbe substitution of playetb, 
last year, made it possible to return 
a man to the game later than the 
beginlng of the third period, The 
rule this season reads, "A player 
who has been removed during the 
game may return, once, either at 
the beginning of a subsequent per- 
iod or at any lime during the fourth 
period." Tho new rules permit any 
of the backs to kick the ball from 
any point behind the line of scrim- 
mage. The old rule required that 
the ball had to be punted or kicked, 
If at all, from a point not closer than 
fifty yards to the line of scrimmage 
Thl9 change 1b sure to produce more 
quick kicks and unexpected situa- 
tions as it will not be apparent from 
the formation when tbe punt or kick 
wilt be made. 

The forward pass has to be made 
rrom a point lire yards back of the 
tine of scrimmage, as formerly and 
to be an "Incompleted pass" has to 
pass beyond the line of scrimmage. 
H the ball on a paBs touches tbe 
iroiind before it reaches the line 
of scrimmage It goes to the side re- 
covering the ball at the point where 
it Is recovered." In the rule regard- 
ing the conduct of the players after 
a forward pass, the insertion of the 
words, "after the pass has been 
made," now makes It clear that play- 
ers may Interfere with one another 
unity the pass Is actually made. 



Are Building a New Type of Slto for 

Animal Husbandry Department 

North of Campus 

The Extension Department has bad 
several men at work throughout the 
state this summer in the Investigation 
and supervision of silo construction. 

The college men supervised the 
construction or about 48 silos In the 
western part of the state, In the past 
year. 

Last summer's drought demonstrat- 
ed, more effectually than the division 
has ever been able to do, the absolute 
ncessity existing for some method of 
preparing for such a contingency. 

The silo undoubtedly meets this 
necessity in every way. and Is rapidly 
becoming as essentia) a part of the 
amctent farmer's equipment as are 
his barns and machinery. 

Mr. Clyde McKee, demonstrator at 
Norton, in the extreme western part 
of the stale, has taken a leading part 
in the work. 

Mr, McKee Is co-operatively em 
ployed by K. 8. A. C.J office of Farm 
Management, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and the Rock 
Island it. R. 

Several types of silo are now used, 
and much time and ingenuity Is be 
Ing expended In the endeavor to im- 
prove present methods, and develop 
new ones. 

Cement Stave Silos 

One rather novel form, coming 
somewhat into use all over the state, 
la known as tbe "cement stave". It 
is constructed of cement staves thir- 
ty -Inches long, ten Inches wide, and 
two and one-half Inches thick. Each 
stave has a round groove on one 
edge, running the full length of the 
stave, and a corresponding rounded 
part on the other edge. These staves 
arc set end on end, the joints .being 
broken as in laying brick; and the 
structure, when finished ; encircled 
with iron hoopa, as in wooden silos. 

The cement stave silo possesses 
the advantage of comparative cheap- 
ness, and, unlike the ordinary cement 
silo, may be constructed at the will of 
the builder, after construction has 
been commened. The blocks or 
staves may be made at any time and 
In any quantity, and used In the 
same manner. 

An A. II. Silo 

The A. H., department Is at present 
constructing a new silo, of an unus- 
ual type for this location, at Its 
barns n/>rth or the college grounds. 

The silo is ot square, baked double 
tile, set on a cemet foundation. It 
will be sixteen by forty-six teet, and 
Is estimated to cost from one hund- 
red to one 'hundred and fifty dollars 
less than a cement silo of the same 
size. 

This type Is common In Iowa and 
where sand for the manufacture of 
cement is hard to procure. 
Tbe Pit Silo 

The 'pit" silo teems to be partic- 
ularly fitted for the present time and 
conditions In the western part of 
Kansas. 

One of the essentials for tbe con- 
struction of the pit silo is naturally, 
a fine dry, well-drained toll, which 
makes this type undesirable In east- 
ern Kansas or states east of Kansas. 
Tbe type is, however, rapidly coming 
into use In western Kansas, Oklaho- 
ma, and eastern Colorado. 

The advantage or the pit silo are 
Its Inexpensfveness or construction 
simplicity of design, and the ease 



with which It can be filled with ensi- 
lage, t 

Mr. Edward Wray, of Norton, has 
constructed two of these silos, each 
seven by twenty-five feet, at a cost 
of about twelve dollars and fifty 
cents each. He expresses himself as 
eminently satisfied with them. 

The principal objection, the hoist- 
ing out of the ensilage, is easily over- 
come by simple arrangements or 
windlass or pulleys, and Is more than 
compensated by the advantages of 
the silo. 

The walls of the pit silo are plas- 
tered with from three-fourths of an 
inch to one inch of a rich cement. 
Issue Bulletin 

The Division of Extension has is- 
sued a bulletin on the "Pit Silo for 
Western Kansas," and Mr. E. C. 
Johnson, Superintendent of Insti- 
tutes and Demonstrations, estimates 
that over one thousand of the pit 
silos have been built In Western 
Kansas. Oklahoma, and eastern Col- 
orado this year.

It is the plan or the members of 
the committees to work among their 
friends tor the llrst two days, wher- 
ever they may have an opportunity 
to meet them. Then a more syste- 
matic canvass will be made from lists 
of men who have not Joined. Each 
new man will be given one of the Y. 
M, C, A., buttons which will serve to 
show who are members. 

To the man who secures the larg- 
est number of points, tree transporta- 
tion and the program fee to tbe Ki- 
tes Park Conference will be given.

The Board of Administration at 
their meeting yesterday awarded the 
contract for the construction of tbe 
new Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege barn to Cuthbert & Son, of To- 
peka, for |14,494.00. There were 
two other ftms that presented bids. 
Henry Bennett made a hid of (15,- 
9GB. 00 and Clarence Johnson of 
Manhattan, bid I1C.400.00. 

The old Animal Husbandry barn 
will be wrecked and the stone that 
Is suitable will be used in tbe new 
barn and the lumber will be used In 
tbe construction of a nutrition labor- 
atory to be erected at the side of the 
slaughter house on the campus. The 
new barn Is to be on the former site 
of the Poultry plant Just north of 
the campus and will take the place 
of all the stablos and barns on the 
college campus with the exception 
of the dairy barns and one on the 
Agronomy farm. 

Tbe small stone barn Just north 
of the Dairy building, i.. to bo torn 
down and the entire north end of tbe 
'ground, with the exception of the 
ground occupied by the Agronomy 
barn and penB, will be made into a 
campus. Plans are .lietng made for 
ornamenting this part of the camput 
and a rock road will be built out to 
the road on the north tide ot the 
college campus. 

The Board also changed the ruloa 
of the college In regard to the con' 
stllullon ot the Athletic Board. It 
was ammended so that as the ruling 
now stands the three upper classes 
will each olect a representative, In- 
stead of the Rooters club electing 
three. The Hooters club will have 
no representative on tbe Athletic 
Board.

Tbe 
high price of her Irrigated land baa 
mode It necessary to feed the crop* 
grown for the greatest profit possi- 
ble. Since all dairying products are 
very high In that state the dairy cow 
has proven to be the most n roil table 
Investment for the farmer and hence 
the dairy Industry has developed to 
Its present large proportions. 

While Id the West Prof. Reed vis- 
ited the University or California 
where eight thousand studnentt are 
enrolled and also the University 
Farm at Davis where he saw Harry 
Baird and Leon Davis, both gradu- 
ate* of K. S. A. C. The latter bat 
charge of the Dairy Industry Deport- 
ment at tbe Farm.

Several of the" sections are of gen- 
eral interest to all of the subscribers. 

Article two refers to the purpose 
of the Aggie. Article three refers 
to the stockholders as subscribers. 
Section four refers to the stockhold- 
ers In the old Herald Company and 
so does the fifth section. 

Article seven refers to the Recall 
feature of the AgKle. 

Article 3 

Purpose — The purpose of this pa- 
per shall bo to truly represent the en- 
tire student body of the college and 
shall not bo controlled by or pub- 
lished in the interest of any particu- 
lar faction of said student body. 
Article It 

Sec. 1. Only students regularly 
enrolled In the college may become 
stockholders. Any regularly en- 
rolled Htudent shall on the payment 
of one dollar, treconjc a stockholder 
for one year and entitled to vote at 
every election during that period, 
providing that on leaving college ho 
relinquishes the right to vote while 
absent from college. 

Sec. 4. All stockholders of the 
Herald Publishing Co., who shall 
have purchased stock previous to the 
college year beginning September 20, 
1912, shall be considered ft bona tide 
stockholder In the Kansas Aggie un- 
til a year from the date of the adop- 
tion of this constitution, and shall 
receive the paper for a year from the 
date of the adoption of this consti- 
tution, whether in college or not. 

All stockholders of the 
Herald Publishing Co., who shall 
have purchased stock in the Herald 
Publishing Co., in the college year 
beginning September 20, IK 11, shall 
bo considered bon a Ade stockholders 
in the Kansas Aggie until two years 
from the date of the adoption of this 
constitution and shall receive the 
paper lor that time, whether in col- 
lege or not. 

Article 7 

Recall of Officers — 1» case any of- 
ficer of the Kansas Aggie shall In 
any way >he unfair In the performance 
of his work or shall prove objection- 
able to the subscribers, a petition 
may be circulated for the recall of 
the said officer. If the petition is 
signed by 25 per cent of tbe stock- 
holders s recall election shall be held 
and if at such election a majority of 
the stockholders vote for the recall 
of the said officer, his connection 
with the Kansas Aggie shall then and 
there bc terminated, and the board 
Of directors Is empowered to fill the 
vacancy until the next regular elec- 
tion. No petition con be circulated 
until said officer shall have served 
one college term.

Corn chop which had been adulte 
rated with sand was round recently 
in the bads of grain dealers! at lola, 
Garnctt, Arkansas City and several 
other Kansas towns. Prof. L. A, 
Flu, who has chargo of the enforce 
"U fit of the state reeding stuffs law 
in this state, investigated into the 
matter. It was found that the adul- 
terated feed was manufactured by 
R. J. House, proprietor or tbe Dixie 
Elevator in Kausas City, Mo„ Action 
was taken against him at once and 
tbe matter plced in tbe hands or the 
courts. 

The Kansas City board of trade of 
wblcb House was a member also took 
up the affair aud at a bearing before 
tbe board of directors he was expell- 
ed. The government slezed two car- 
loads of adulterated chop shipped 
from the Dixie elevator. This state 
Inspector stopped salu In Ave addi- 
tional cars. 

Last year the manufacture of sand- 
ed corn chop was traced to this same 
elevator aud 200 sacks of it wero 
confiscated. At that time, however, 
the case was In the hands of tbe fed- 
ta.1 government so no action was tak- 
en by the state authorities. 

Defending himself to Prof. Fltz, 
House declares that In mixing sand 
with the feed he is doing no worse 
than many other elevator men who 
adulterate their products with eleva- 
other impurities. The only comfort 
which I'rof. Pita offers under the 
clrcumstnces is that be will prose- 
cute the other manufacturers of im- 
pure feeds too If they ship adulte- 
rated feed into Kansas, und In the 
meantime he whl endeavor to make 
Houso an example which will cause 
other manufacturers or dealers to 
reflect before they put adulleruted 
feeds on tbe market.

The Division of Extension Is spar- 
ing no pains to make the lot of tbe 
Kansan easier, and to strew his path 
with roses. During the past year the 
position of "Industrial Engineer" has 
been maintained, and Prof. Bray, of 
the engineering department has had 
charge of the work. 

His work consists largely of con- 
sultation with and advising private 
parties, companies, and town repres- 
entatives who have need of an expert 
engineer. 

Pror. Bray gives advice, when nec- 
essary going to the bccuc of the work 
and studying the situation at close 
range. After general advice Is given, 
and approximate cost estimates are 
made, If the applicant desire to car- 
ry on the work, more careful and 
specific plans are made. All com- 
putations und draughting work is 
done at K, S. A. C. 

Besides the specific cases which 
are being attended to, there is much 
general work being done. 

Large numbers or small towns in 
the state race practically Identical 
conditions, and advice which will ap- 
ply to one, is valuable to all. 1'rof, 
Bray says that from eight hundred 
to one thousand small towns over the 
states are considering the installation 
of municipal lighting systems, most 
of them in combination with munic- 
ipal water-works. 

To accomodate this need. Prof, 
Bray und his assistants arc prepar- 
ing bulletins and printed materia) 
for distribution, which will take the 
place of same of the preliminary In- 
spections and trips. 

Prof. Bray strongly recommends 
small-town municipal ownership ot 
public utilities, such as light-pluuts, 
water-works. Ice-plants and sewers. 
Various small towns have granted 
long-time franchises to private com- 
panies for electric light, when the 
sum paid by the city for lights would 
uild the plant In live yearn. City 
bonds, due in from six to eight years 
could be Issued, sold, and return 
good money on the investment, and 
bo easily paid within the tlme-llait. 

Tho Division Extension, through 
this and other departments, is doing 
a most valuable work In the develop 
meiit of the entire state.

Lawrence, Oct. 2 — For writing a 
newspaper article telling of the orga- 
nisation of a proposed "Tango" club 
at the University, Wayne Wingart, 
of Topeka, and Leon Howe, of Al- 
mena, Kan., were suspended tempo- 
rarily by Chancellor Strong this 
morning. The reason given for the 
suspension was that the article was 
untrue or exaggerated and constitut- 
ed a serious reflection on the Univer- 
sity. 

The story which led to the suspen- 
sion was printed In tha Topeka Capi- 
tal this morning, under a Lawrence 
date line. Wingart and Howe were 
summoned to the chancellor's office, 
this morning and were questioned 
about R. They said they were res- 
ponsible for it. rii:incelIor Strong 
then Infofemed tbi :it that they ware 
SttBftit led p itding the aalon of the 
board of administration. He added 
that the boys would be reinstated If 
they could show that their story was 
true. 

"The suspension Is not to itte con- 
strued as directed against the two 
boys," said Chancellor Strong this 
afternoon. "The action was taken 
as the best means of getting to the 
bottom of conditions at the Univer- 
sity. We regard the story as detri- 
mental to the University and don't 
believe It to ho true. But if it Is 
true we want to know It, and we 
have decided that now la the proper 
time to reach an understanding of 
conditions here. 

"If it is shown that the story. Is 
true, the matter will not be dropped 
with the reinstatement of the sus- 
pended students. 

"The University Is anxious that all 
dancing that goes on among the stu- 
dents should he free from objection- 
able features. We propose to find 
out whether these objectionable fea- 
tures prevail at any of the dancing 
parties given here. If we And that 
suggestive or otherwise objectionable 
dancing is done, the University will 
take whatever steps are necessary 
to protect the situation." ' 

"Will the University permit the 
tango at school dances?" the chan- 
cellor was asked. 

"Absolutely not." he said.""""! 
don't believe the tango and the dan- 
ces akin to It are such as should be 
Indulged in by students. We will 
not permit them and the university 
authorities will do everything In 
their power to prevent them getting 
a hold in our social life." 

Chancellor Strong said the board 
of administration would be in Law- 
rence within a few days and then 
would pass upon the CMS. 

The Lawrence Gazette contained 
the following statement this after- 
noon. 

"The Tacts related by the young 
men In their stories have been known 
in down-town newspaper offices for 
several days, and elaborate plans 
had been made to 'cover' the dances 
as soon as they got fairly under way, 
with 'stories' that would give the 
general public some line on the new- 
est In dancing." 

Both Wingart and Howe declare 
that they had positive Information 
before v. ritins the story which caus- 
ed the trouble. — Topeka Capital.

Professor Rray slums « Kansas Town 
How to Save *-J,70il 

If the recom.mjpndations of G. E. 
Hra.v, Industrial Engineer with tho 
extension division oi the Kansas Ag- 
ricultural College, are followed, Ly- 
ons, Kan., will save about $2,700 a 
year on its light and water bill. Mr. 
Rray, whose business It Is to help 
work out problems of efficiency for 
small-town public, utilities made an 
Investigation of the public utilities of 
Lyons. Ills recommendations to the 
officials of that town, recently made, 
Contain sonic interesting figures. 

Lyons pays |1S| a month, or ?!,- 
."fiO a year, for street lighting. If 
the city owned Its own plant It could 
furnish current for this service for 
f53?. Mr. Rray's figures show, or a 
saving of more than fl.tmo a year. 
Then, if current frorni the light plant 
cou'd he used to operate the city 
water plant, which now Is run by 
steam, a saving of about $1,690 a 
year ronM he effected. 

To make the changes recommend- 
ed by Mr. Bray would cost Lyons 
about 125,000. Considering the sav- 
ing to be made annually, such an in- 
vestment would pay about 11 per 
cent. In addition, the people or Ly- 
onB could be supplied with current 
at the rate of ten cents a kilowatt, 
instead of fifteen cents, the rate now 
charged, and the plant still would 
make a profit. If Mr. Rray's recom- 
mendations are accepted, ht. will 
prepare specifications, If desired. No 
charge, other than for traveling ex- 
penses. Is made for the work Mr. 
Cray does.

HTHLETW DTPAKTMEXT WILL

Two concrete tennis courts are to 
be built by the collage this fall west 
of the Nichols Gymnasium where the 
old dirt courts are now. 

"Concrete courts," aaid Coach 
Lowmnn iu speaking of the advant- 
ages of the new courts, "can be used 
earlier in the spring, later in the fall, 
and sooner after & rain than other 
courts. Practically all the large uni- 
versities and prominent athletic 
clubs are bulldlug them because 
they ore easily kept up. The first 
cost is, or course, rather high, but 
after such a court is once built the 
expense of maintenance is practical- 
ly nothing." 

Concrete courts are a little harder 
to play on and a lrI1l« rougher on 
the shins when a player falls down 
than are the dirt courts, but their 
■ioot\ points will offset these objec- 
tions. 

The new courts will cost one hund- 
red dollars. It Is the Intention to 
build several more at a future time.

Prof. E. L. Holton, head of the de- 
partment of education at the agri- 
cultural college, has been appointed 
by the governor of Marylnd to make 
an educational survey of that state. 
Professor Holton expects to accept 
the appointment if the board of ad- 
ministration will grant him leave of 
absence for the month of November. 
President Waters Is strongly In favor 
of the proposition and wishes Profes- 
sor Holton to accept. 

Professor Holton will have to 
leave about the last of this month as 
til- work is to commence about No- 
-vemlier 1st. He Is hoping that his. 
receutly chosen assistant, Professor 
Helsuer, will be able to be on hand 
before that time to take up his class 
work. 

Maryland will be the first state in 
the union to take up a work of this 
kind. Professor Holton will investi- 
gate the country schools of the state, 
the city schools and the agricultural 
college with a view to pointing out 
their weaknesses and suggesting re- 
forms and more especllly the actual 
needs of the state in the way of bet- 
ter educational facilities for the ru- 
ral districts.

STOCK SHOW 



HAVE A IHO EXHIBIT AT KAN- 
SAS CITY THIS WEEK — 
MAW PRIZE WINNERS 
AMONG THEM 



The American Royal, which Is tak- 
ing place nt Kansas City this week, 
is rue largest cattle show In the 
world and few people realize what it 
means to win prizes there. 

The exhibit which the Kansas Ag- 
ricultural College is making at the 
Royal this year is unusually good 
and consists of twenty head of tine 
cattle, many of which are prize win- 
ners though over half of them have 
never been shown (before. Particu- 
lar pride Is taken In the fact that 
twelve of the twenty were bred by 
tbe college. 

Some of the prize winners which 
are being Bk&WS are: a purebred 
yearling Galloway steer, first In his 
class at Kansas City last year; the 
purebred Shorthorn calf, College 
Boy, first at Topeka and Hutchinson 
this year; the Hereford yearling 
heifer. Tootsy, first in her class at 
Chicago last year; the two-year-old 
Hereford grade Bleer, Bli/.zard, first 
In his class at Chicago last year; and 
the purebred yearling Hereford steer, 
Beau Talent, commonly known aa 
Bill Taft, fourth at Kansas Oity last 
year and first at the International. 

Botuna, a He-eford cow with calf 
by Bide, is one of tbe Interesting fea- 
tures of the college display. Stock 
shows have been criticised consider- 
ably by some people iseeause the ani- 
mals shown were, so the knockers 
said, not representative of commer- 
cial live stock, but were werely pamp- 
ered Individuals kept only for show 
purposes. To meet tills criticism 
tbe Royal has, this year, opened a 
new class for competition In which 
are entered cows with calf by side. 
It is in tbls class that Botuna and her 
calf will be shown. 

Much credit for the high-class 
herd which the collego can show this 
fall should be given Leslie Robb, un- 
der whose care the college cattle 
have been for the last three years, 
Mr. Ross Is considered on of the best 
handlers of high-class cattle In the 
United States add bis instructive lec- 
tures add very materially to- the thor- 
oughness of the training which the 
boys revelvo In animal husbandry. 

The students of the Kansas Agri- 
cultural College have never given 
the Royal the attention they should. 
To visit Buch a show Is a llu«ra1 live 
stock education In itself and much 
Information can bo gotten there 
which can be gained no place else. 

Nearly all of the agricultural col- 
leges of the middle west send large 
delegations of from one hundred to 
five hundred students, aomo of them 
traveling as far as fifteen hundred 
miles to attend. We are but one hun- 
dred and twenty miles from Kansas 
City R nd yet the largest delegation 
wo ever sent wns twenty.

A five thousand dollar paving con- 
tract has been let to the Alpine Con- 
struction Company of Kansas City 
by the College. 

The loop from the Vattter street 
entrance up the hill, In front of And- 
erson Hall, and around in front of 
the Chemistry building the "Old 
Ag," and back to the Intersection 
with the main road, is to lie paved 
with cement, and a macadamized 
road run north past the Dairy build- 
ing to the "North Road" leading to 
the New Ag. 

The cement paving is io be made 
In the nature of a demonstration of 
Its possibilities, and not as an exper- 
iment. This type of paving Is rather 
uncommon In this country, and to 
introduce) and demonstrate It, the 
Association of American Portland 
Cement Manufacturers has agreed to 
furnUh the cement, and assist In ih> 
supervision of its construction. 

In the opinion of Professor Con- 
rad, of the engineering department, 
cement paving for country roads 
has muny possibilities where the ma- 
terial can be conveniently obtained. 

The cost of the paving will be S6 
cents a square yard, and of the curb- 
ing. 30 cents a lineal foot, The 
roadway will be twenty-four feet 
wide at the main entrance, with a 
curb on each side. From the fork 
of the road to the main building It 
will be twenty feet wide, with cutflJ- 
Ing, and on the loop proper it will he 
from fourteen to eighteen feet wide, 
without curbing. 

The paving will be reinforced ev- 
ery thirty feet, at the transverse 
joints, with steel armor, or sheath- 
ing, which will render it Infinitely 
more durable and solid. 

Since the Cement Manufacturers 
Association Is to furnish the cement, 
they will have an inspector present. 
Some one from the Civil engineer- 
ing department will also bo on the 
job. It is probable that Mr. Geo. 
Alexander, who Is preparing a thesis 
on this line of work, will be selected 
]!>• this position. 

The work will be used as an ob- 
ject lesson to the Chits, and to the 
students tit other 'branches of the en- 
gineering courses, and the finished 
road will stand as a good road ex- 
ample for the entire country. 

The forestry department, which 
has tbe general charge of the main- 
tenance of the campus, wilt have 
charge of the macadamized road 
running north from tho dairy build- 
ing.

Not l'lay Against Aggies. 

A dispatch from Lincoln, Neb., 
says: 

"Both the Kansas Agricultural 
College aud Kansas University have 
entered protests against Nebraska 
playing the giant negro guard Boss 
In the games against the teams of 
those schools. A breach between 
the two schools is a possible result. 
Coach Btlehm has sent a resolution 
to the athletic board, which meets to- 
morrow, favoring cancelling Satur- 
day's game with the Aggies if the 
Kansas school endeavors to have 
Rots ruled 'out 'because ol his color. 

"It is rumored that Coach Low- 
man's protest Ih based on a secret 
agreement among the coachos of 
Missouri Valley Conference schools 
not to use negro players on their 
athletic teams." 

"Somebody had to send out some 
dope," said Coach Ouy S. Lowman 
when he read the above dispatch this 
morning. 

Coach Low niii ii says that Nebraska 
knows Just as well as anyone else 
that negro players are not allowed 
to participate In the Missouri Valley 
Conference games. Coach Lowman 
Bays Nebraska Is not going to play 
Ross against the Aggies nor against 
K. II. The coach laughed at the Idea 
of the game being cancelled because 
of a protest made against Koss. Low- 
man did not even make a protest. 
He says the coaches all have an un- 
derstanding about the matter. 

"Nebraska is sending out this kind 
of dope so that In case some team 
beats them they wilt have something 
to kick about and a 'why we lost' 
story/' said Lowman.

Will Take Part in the Affair — A Co- 
operative Burning of Trash ami 
Dead Grass. 



The death warrant of the' chinch 
bugs In Eastern Kansas will be 
signed October 11. All of the farm- 
ers' Institutes in this part of the 
state will meet on this date to dis- 
cuss the destruction of the chinch 
bug. Edw. C. Johnson, superintend- 
ent or the farmers' institute depart- 
ment of the college, has set the date 
aid sent out the anuouuemeuts oC 
tli< plan to all of the institute or- 
ganizations In this part of Kansas. 
The ptauulng of the co-operative 
burning ol the dead grass and trash 
In every county will be the basis of 
the discussion. 

Now is the best time of the year to 
fight this pest, as the *>ugs are going 
to their winter quarters in the dead 
press along the road and in the fence 
corners. And it Is not always pos- 
sible to find all the bugs In the Im- 
mediate vicinity of infested fields, as 
some of them often gather in 
bundles of grass some distance from 
the original field, is the warning of 
G. A. Dean, state entomologist. 

The great advantage of early win- 
ter burning, according to the college 
authorities, is that the farmer pro- 
tects both- his corn and his wheat. 
The success of this fall and winter 
burning depends motly upon co-op- 
eration and hard work, that Is, thor- 
ough burning, close to the ground. 
Professor Dean says that to he suc- 
cessful this must be a county affair, 
If done merely In localities it will not 
tiring about the results even If the 
work In thut particular pla<;e be over 
so thorough. Every local organ Na- 
tion should lend Its aid to this 1> rej- 
ect, the Farmers' Union, Farmers' 
Grunge, Fanners' Institute and the 
Anti-Horse Thief Association should 
all help.. The agricultural college 
will give ,every possible aid, through 
the county demonstration agents, 



the extension department men and 
the field agents. 

The department of entomology 
wtll keep in touch with tJie various 
organizations and when the proper 
time arrives for the burning will no- 
tify the different localities of the day 
to do the work.

Prof. \Vm. A. McKeever, bead of 
the Bureau of Child Welfare or the 
Extension Division, will go east this 
week for the purpose of studying 
the Child Welfare movement In 
eastern cities. He will leave Law- 
rence Saturday and expects to return 
the first of January to take up hs 
dutes a« head of this bureau in the 
Extension Division. 

Professor McKeever states that 
nothing very definite can be announc- 
ed for a month or two until he hag 
made his study of the movement In 
eastern cities. "The bureau seeki 
to supplement the child welfare work 
already being done by the school, the 
home, and the church," declared 
Professor McKeever "At present 
onty a general outline of the propos- 
ed plan can be given. It plans for the 
vacation employment of the city 
school boy; the formation of parents' 
clubs and such kludred organizations 
as teacher- pa rent associations; tho 
establishment of playgrounds end so- 
cial centers; the organisation of civic 
Improvement clubs In nil cases where 
the proposed program of work In- 
cludes the local child welfare in- 
terests; and offers Individual coun- 
sel and advice through correspond- 
ence to parents who have special 
problems In the training of their 
children." 

Up to the time of his election as 
head or the Child Welfare. Bureau 
Prof< nt Mi Keever was In the phil- 
osophy department of the Agrlcul- 
i ar i C ollciio at Manhattan. He is a 
graduate of the Unverstty of Kansas 
and the University or Chicago and 
has studied in the Summer School 
of Harvard university. Of the books 
he has written, "Training the Boy," 
"The Pioneer," and "Farm Boys and 
Girls" are the best known. Profes- 
sor McKeever has also issued a num- 
ber of HomB Training Bulletins of 
which many copies have been distrib- 
uted throughout the E ngllsh- speak - 
Ins world. Concerning thlB Bulletin, 
Proieuor Me&e*W says he will rnn- 
tlnue to issue It as a personal affair. 
lie expects the next nuroiiwr to he 
"Training tho Child to Play." — Dally

All of the students who were not 
at rhilpel Tuesday morning missed 
hearing an interesting talk upon the 
Hans for the nnlversay celebration, 
by Dean Wlllard the chairman of 
the faculty committee. In hfs talk 
he told many new and interesting 
things of the old college of fifty 
and even sixty years ago. 

The original college was establish- 
ed and granted a charter on Febru- 
ary !), 1R6K. It was a denomina- 
tional school and was under the su- 
pervision of the Methodist church. 
The college was located near the 
present site of the serum plant. 

K. S. A. C, tmd a narrow escape 
from Upcoming K. I'., at this time 
also. When the church authorities 
offered to give the state the farm and 
the college, the legislature passed a 
hill providing for the establishment 
of ft University here. The bill was 
vetoed hy the governor and so we be- 
came the Kansas Agricultural Col- 
lege. 

The first class met on September 1. 
1863, This roakeR the present cel- 
ebration Just a little bit late In the 
season. 

*~f>ean Wlllard read some Interest- 
ing facts from the first catalog. In 
one they mentioned the fact that the 
II. p, It. R.. had been built to Law- 
rence, would be completed to Topeka 
My fall, and would some day be built 
to Manhattan. However. Manhattan 
was located on a stage coach line 
which went to Junction City. 

The flrst course established was 
one In agriculture and the first sub- 
ject taught was first year Latin. 
Latin was one of the stand hys in 
the old ocurses. 

One of the rules urged the stud- 
ents to be clean. In contrast to the 
present voluntary attendance at 
chapel, the poor students then had to 
go to church every Sunday, either at 
the college or at some church In 
town, which was to be designated 
by the parents of guardians. 

The third catalog announced that 
undue 'social attention would not be 
permitted. 

The old catalogs "pat the college 
on the hack - " for the amount and 
value of the equipment. The library 
had a collection of 3000 volumes. 
The whole equipment of the chem- 
istry and physics departments could 
be placed in a washtub. The old 
electric machine which Ih now in 
the physics lolb.. Is one of tho ordi- 
nal pieces of the equipment. 
The Program 

The drat day of the celebration 
will bo Student tiny and will be de- 
voted to the different student activi- 
ties and to the parades and shows 
of the different divisions ot the col- 
lege. 

The second day will he Kansas 
Pay. and there will be speeches In 
the morning by different state lead- 
ers. Gov. Hodges and a Senator and 
Representative will be here If possi- 
ble. Chancellor Strong or the Uni- 
versity. President Butcher of the 
State Normal, and Secretary or the 
state board of Agriculture. Cobnrn. 
will give short addresses. 

The afternoon of the first day will 
be given over to the alumni and 
there will l* addresses hy Dr. Wal- 
ters the senior mem her of the facul- 
ty. Dr. E, O. Slsson. nof the Com- 
missioner of Education of Idaho, 
who claims to be the youngest grad- 
uate of K. 8. A. C. will be here and 
talk. 

Two ex-presidents of the college 
have been invited as have also the 
sons of Presidents Anderson and 
Dennlion. Prof. Wall I of the Mass 
Agricultural College, will speak. 

The evening will be Riven over to 
different meetings of the atumni. All 
ot the literary societies are urged to 
have special programs and to write 
to their alumni asking them to come. 



All other college organisations will 
also be asked to hold reunions. 

The third day will be National 
Day. President Wilson and Secy, of 
Agriculture, Houston have been in- 
vited, but it Is not definitely known 
if they will be here. There will tie 
speeches by Pror. I". G. Davenport. 
Dean of the Illinois Agricultural Col- 
tege. President W. E. Stone of Pur- 
due., Dr. A. C. True, D. 17. Falrchlld 
and by Mrs. Nellie Ked ale-Jones. 
Mrs. Kedxle-Jones was one of the 
first heads of the D. S. division and 
to her Is due the credit of really 
starting the work in that depart- 
ment. 

Either the second or third day the 
Cadets will give an exhibition of mil- 
itary drill. The Cadets have been 
drilling overtime every day in prepa- 
ration for the great occasion.

BUG DISCOVETY 



FINDS A PARASITE FOR CHINCH 
HIGH— IS A NEW SPECIES 



James W. McCollocb, assistant In 
the entymofbgical department, while 
doing research work during the past 
summer, made one of the most im- 
portant discoveries in that line which 
has been known of. 

While doing experimental work 
on soil samples which had come in 
innoculated with chinch bug eggs, 
Mr. McColloch discovered a parasite 
which may do great things In com- 
batting the ravages of this bane to 
the farmer's life. 

In regard to his discovery, Mr. Mc- 
Coltoch sayB: 

"While conducting a series ot ex- 
periments this year to determine the 
first appearance of young chinch 
bugs nnd the mortality of the eggs. 
a large numiiier of eggB were collect- 
ed In the field for examination. In 
looking over these eggs it was no 
■.iced that a few ot them were becom- 
ing black In color Instead or assum- 
ing the natural red color. These 
eggs were Isolated and on May 19 
three parasites were obtained Trom 
them. With these as a basis the life 
history as carried through nine gen- 
erations during the summer. In this 
lime over eight hundred individual 
parasites were bred out and the 
length of the life cycle was found to 
vary from ten days to over a month. 
depending on climatic conditions. 

"The parasite is well distributed 
over the state. Specimens were tak- 
en during the summer in Ford, Kio- 
wa. Kingman. Sumner, Cowley. Mont- 
gomery. Cherokee, Allen, Leaven- 
worth, Atchison, Harvey, McPher- 
son, Ellis, Rice, and Riley Counties, 
and the average per cent ot parasites 
In these places was about sixteen per 
cent. In some of the corn fields 
about Manhattan as high ae fifty per 
cent of the chinch bog eggs were par- 
asitized. " 

Specimens of this Insect were sent 
to Mr. A. B. Gchan. entomologist as- 
sistant of the Bureau of Entomology. 
U. S. Dept.. of Agriculture, and In his 
report he says that the parasite is a 
new species as well as a new genus. 

Widespread Interest was aroused 
all over the state by this discovery, 
and the agricultural interests are 
afaltlug Its development with much 
interest.

Punted 



The Kansas Aggies were decisively 
defeated by the heavy Nebraska Uni- 
versity team on the Cornhusker grid- 
iron at Lincoln, I y a final score of 

24 to i;, last Saturday, by excelling 
In kicking and running back punts, 
the Cornhuskers gained an advan- 
tage of many yards on the Aggies and 
were aided materially In defeating 
the Kansans, In this way. The great 
Purdy and the even greater Ruther- 
ford, skirted the Aggie ends, shot 
through the Aggies' line, sometimes 
for goodly gains, many times only to 
be held in the clutch of some hard 
tackling Aggie, and still other times 
to be thrown for bad losses. Coupled 
with the great punting of Howard, 
Nebraska's clever fullback, and many 
costly fumbles by the Angles, the 
work of these two stars, downed the 
Low man team. 

The Aggies started the contest In 
great style, scoring on the first play 
of the second quarter. As two grap- 
plers feel each other out and test the 
others agility when starting combat. 
Just so did the Cornhuskers and the 
Lowmanltes open the Lincoln strug- 
gle, upon receiving the kick-off, punt- 
ed deep into Nebraska'a territory. 
Line smashing, which is the "Stlehm 
Roller's" specialty, and punting, con- 
sumed the remainder at the opening 
semester's play, the ball toeing In 
possession or the Manhattan eleven 
on the mighty Cornhuskers' 3-yard 
line when the whistle blew, 
Miu -Me slifinil Past 

Marble pulled the first spectacular 
play of the game In the first period, 
when he slipped around the Nebraska 
right end and raced 45 yards before 
downed. Just as he started his run 
the head linesman blew signal of off- 
side play and everyone stopped but 
the gigantic Marble. This piece of 
work, coupled with the general fight 
the team displayed throughout the 
remainder of the quarter, paved the 
way for the Aggie score. The Low- 
man team took the Jump on the Corn- 
huskers on the first play of the sec- 
ond semester and seat "Nick" Euub 
off Nebraska's left tackle for a touch- 
down. Agnew was called upon to 
kick a very difficult additional point, 
made all the more difficult by a great 
angle and strong opposing wind, and 
failed by inches. 

The Ntll>raskans came back with a 
rush after the Aggie score and cap- 
tured Haymaker's punt on the Aggies 

25 yard line. Terrific line plunges 
and fast work around the ends placed 
the oval on the Aggies 6 yard line 
from where Purdy shot through the 
mass for Nebraska's flfst score Tow- 
le kicked an easy additional point. 
Five minutes later, heeled catch of a 
punt gave Nebraska the ball on the 
Aggies' 33 yard line from where. 
Towle added three points with a kick 
from placement. The score Jumped 
to 17 to 6 In the 'third quarter when 
the Nebraskans marched from mid- 
field to the Aggies' 2 yard line and 
Rutherford plowed through the line 
for six points, Towle adding the point. 
Delemeter slipped past the Aggie 
safeties and ran 20 yards ror the 
final touchdown ot the game. Towle 
again kicking goal. 

Hlimv Improvement 
The Aggies played much better 
football than in the Southwestern 
game, every man working in tip-top 



form. Marble starred offensively, 
while Captain Loomla was equally 
good on offense and defense. Scbafer, 
Moss, and Boot, played good games 
at the end positions. Agnew, Euns, 
and Sldorfsky, played on equal terms 
with the Cornhuskers bark field. 
Hart wig, wl t replaced Enns in the 
third period, looked good In the 
time that he was on display. The 
line worked well In the opening half, 
but charged high in the latter part of 
the game. Haymakers work In the 
pilot position was steady and he dis- 
played good head work throughout 
the contest.

The scholarship offered for excel- 
lence In debate has been awarded W.

Dr. Ei] ward H. Relsner, Professor 
of Philosophy at Washburn, will be- 
come Amioctate Professor of Educa- 
tldn. Dr. Relsner will fill the vac- 
ancy caused by the leaving of Prof- 
essor McKeever. He has been for 
the past three years, head of the de- 
partment of Philosophy at Wash- 
burn. 

Previous to this time, he had been 
for two years In charge of Industrial 
Kiln rat Ion work In New York City. 
Dr. Relsner received bin A. B. and 
his A. M. at Yale, and has completed 
lili work for a Ph, D. at Columbia 
University. 

Having resigned bis position at 
Wasblliurn College, he will take up 
his work here Just as soon' as It Is 
possible for the trustees to secure his 
successor. At Wtashburn. he has 
been one of their most popular pro- 
fessors and thay regret his leaving. 

Professor Hoi ton met Dr. Relsner 
white In the east at Columbia Uni- 
versity and speaks of him as a "grow- 
ing man," He comes here because 
K, S, A. C, offers greater opportuni- 
ties for work. 

Bofore offering the position to Dr. 
Rolsner, President Waters went to 
(lie President of Washburn College 
and laid the matter before him. TJie 
Board's Action In hiring Dr. Reisnar 
was with the full consent of the 
Washburn authorities. 

"It Is not tbe policy of this Insti- 
tution," said President Waters, to 
hire any professor away from any 
college during the college year with- 
out first obtaining permission from 
the head of the Institution. We do 
this as a matter of courtesy to the 
other school. However, all other 
colleges do not observe the same 
courtesy with us but often hire our 
instructors without our knowledgo." 
Commenting on Dr. Relsner's res- 
ignation tbe Washburn College paper 
says: 

A rumor lo the effect that Dr. Ed- 
ward II. Rolsner might leave Wash- 
hum to accept a position on the fac- 
ulty of the State Agricultural College, 
which has been in circulation for the 
last week, has only recently been con- 
firmed. Dr. Relsner holds a very 
Important chair on the Washburn 
faculty and unless a fitting substi- 
tute can Hie 'found for him in the 
near future, he will continue to 
teach here until next year. The po- 
sition which has been offered to Dr. 
Relsner at K. S. A. C, is a marked 
advancement over his present one, 
both educationally and financially. 
From a standpoint of business. Dr. 
Relsner is under contract to teach the 
full year here, but as the Board of 
Trustees of Washburn do not wish 
to stand in the way of a real ad- 
vancement of* one of the faculty, it 
has been decided to allow him to 
break the contract, provided a satis- 
factory substitute can be found. 

To And grounds for the rumor a 
letter was sent at once to President 
Waters of the Aggie school but up to 
the time of going to press, no definite 
word had been received. — Washburn 
Review, 

Dr. Relsner will begin bis work 
at K. S. A. C. some time neit week. 



Here Are the Resolutions of the 
Presidents Council 

On recommendation of the presi- 
dents council, a movement has been 
started for the organization of liter- 
ary societies in the School of Agricul- 
ture. A set of resolutions regarding 
these societies has been adopted by 
the council on the approval of the 
various literary societies of the col- 
lege. 

This action meets with the hearty 
approval of Professor Kent who Is 
principal of the School of Agricul. 
lure 

Here arc the resolutions: 

We, the literary societies of tbe 
Kansas State Agricultural College, 
do affirm and ndopt the following res- 
olutions: 

First. That we Instruct the Pres- 
idents Council to lend such aid as Is 
necessary to the organization of lit- 
erary societies In tbe School of Agri- 
culture. 

Second, That the students enroll- 
ed in the School of Agriculture shall 
not be eligible to membership In tbe 
societies of the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural College. 

Third. That those students en- 
rolled In the School of Agriculture, 
who are now memiiters of tbe various 
societies of the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural College, shall be allowed to re- 
tain their membership In the said so- 
cieties If they so desire, but that 
such students shall not be eligible to 
membership In the societies of tbe 
School of Agriculture. 

The presidents Council Is composed 
of the presidents of the literary so- 
cieties of K. S. A. C„ and their aim 
Is to take up work which will benefit 
the societies as a whole.

"The Ty- 
phoon," as presented by Mr. White- 
side, clearly Illustrates the art of 
construction as applied to the drama. 
It gradually unfolds an absorbing 
story of love, intrigue and passion, 
which ultimately reaches a tremen- 
dous cttmsx. In fact "The Ty- 
phoon's" story Is as Inexorable as a 
Greek tragedy, resulting in the death 
of the two principal characters. Now- 
adays, little attenUon Is paid to the 
so-called "happy ending." What our 
audiences want Is action, brisk dia- 
logue and a gripping story. The ev- 
erlasting, sugar coated, marry-and-

Professor C. O. Swanapn and Prof 
essor John W. Calvin, of the chemis- 
try department, made some very tilt 
tereettng discoveries last spring.

It was found that certain enzymes, 
or organic secretions in the flour,

Tbe experiments were chiefly given 
np to the determlnlnaUon of tbe beet 
temperatures, proper assisting In- 
gredients, and other conditions for 
tbe best results. 

It was found that about elgthy- 
elght per cent of the action took 
place in the first hour In which the 
flour and warm water were allowed 
to Interact. The optimum, or beat 
temperature for the mixture was 
found to be about sixty -Ave degrees 
Centigrade, or one hundred and sev- 
enteen degrees Farenhelt. v 

Tbe proper proportion of flour and 
water waa also given careful consid- 
eration, and was found to be 'rom 
one part of water to foar of flour, to 
one part of water to ten of flour. 

The different grades of flour ucte* 
In very different manners under the 
tests, tbe high grade flours proving 
much more sensitive to the action. 

A particularly close Investigation 
was made of the effect of certain 
chemicals when put In the presence of 
the action. Sulphuric acid retarded 
the action to a considerable extent, 
■Sodium Hydroxide had a similar ef- 
fect, Sodium chloride, In various 
strengths, retarded the action least of 
all. 

Tbe practical application of tbe 
results will be In the amount of malt 
extract which will have to be used as 
food for the yeast In bread making. 
This can be intelligently regulated by 
governing tbe conditions of tempera- 
ture, reagents and length of time. 

The result of the experiment at 
tracted attention In scientific circles, 
and' the report of the authors wat 
published tn one of the chemical 
Journals.

Lawrence, Kas., Oct. 16. — la re- 
ply to statements printed hi llamla 
which reached the university today, 
Manager W. O. Hamilton, director of 
J ay hawker athletics, gave out a 
statement this morning emphatically 
denying tome of the war mar insinua- 
tions advanced nnd repudiating many 
of the more extravagant statements. 
A Lincoln newspaper says: 

"Should Kansas try to make any 
more trouble for the scarlet and 
cream school the Nebraska athletics 
authorities, who have become dis- 
gusted with J ay ha wit er tactics, wo old 
not need a great deal of persuasion 
to sever relatione with the Lawrence 
school. * 

The athletic authorities of both 
the Universities of Kansas and the 
Kansas Agricultural college at Man- 
hattan have lodged protests with the 
Nebraska athletic board, asking that 
Clinton Ross, the gigantic colored 
guard, be barred* from the games 
•between Nebraska and these Institu- 
tions, 

"Kansas university has a habit of 
protesting Nebraska football players. 
Time and again the Cornhusker 
coaches have received authentic word 
that professional ball players and 
ringers were being used by the South- 
erners, but never has Kansas been 
asked to bar a member of a team. 
Ouy Reed has received information 
from friends tn Kansas that the Jay- 
bawker team which will take the 
field against Nebraska is liotstered up 
In a number of places by players who 
are not exactly in line with the Mis- 
souri valley rules and regulations. 

Manager Hamilton said: 
' "The University of Kansas has 
made no formal protest against tbe 
playing of the negro Roes on the foot- 
ball team of the University of Nebras- 
ka. As manager, I have not thought 
It necessary to iBsue any protect 
againta the negro's playing, as there 
was an agreement, as I understand, 
acqulesed In by the Nebraska au- 
thorities at a meeting of the Missouri 
valley conference at Columbia, Mo., 
last December that negroes should 
not be used tn conference games. 
We did protest the negro In the trad- 
meet at Lincoln last May, or rather 
we asked why be was 'being used; 
and Dr. Clapp informed me that the 
agreement was only In games of per- 
sonal contact, such', as football and 
basket ball. 

"This agreement was brought 
about not by the fact that any one 
team had a negro In It, but from 
the fact that Missouri university and 
Washington university absolutely re- 
fused to play against negroes. The 
conference games that are played 
are played for a so-called champion- 
ship and It certainly gives no line on 
the championship to have Missouri 
play against a team of certain play- 
ers and then Kansas play the same 
team with different players, and that 
Is the reason for an agreement equal- 
ising the conditions." 

Hamilton also stated tbat no man 
Is allowed to contest for a Kansas 
nihlctlc team on McCook field unless 
his complete eligibility has been ex- 
amined and full proofs are In the 
hands of the athletic coaches con- 
cerning his scholastic work. — Kansas 
City Journal,

Emporia School to Have a 960,000 
Building 

The main building of the State 
Normal School at Emporia la to be 
rebuilt within xhe next year. The 
last legislature appropriated 160,- 
000 for the current blennlum for 
this purpose, and the State Board of 
Educational Administration Is tak- 
ing steps to carry out the plan. Hr, 
TJeorge Kessler, of Kansas City, who 
land out the park system of Kansas 
City, has been retained as landscape 
architect for the state schools, to 
make plane for the 'beautlfyng of the 
sampus of each school and to assist 
In locating future buildings. Mr. 
Kessler will be associated with State 
Architect C. S. Chandler, of Topeka, 
In deciding the manner of treatment 
of the present main building at the 
Emporia Normal School, and It Is be- 
lieved that work may begin within a 
few months. ;ff! r -J , 

The present main building was 
constructed In parts, at Intervals, 
from 1880 to 1895. The scope of the 
school bas expanded rapidly and tbe 
student attendance haa become larger 
so constantly that more room Is 
urgently needed for both instructa- 
ral and administrative department*. 
The rebuilding of the main buildng 
wll go far toward making the State 
Normal School tbe best equipped 
teachers' colleges in the country, in- 
asmuch ae the other present build- 
ings, the gymnasium, library, science 
hall, and training school, are no- 
where excelled for their purposes.

V. To offer Individual counsel 
i ud advice through correspondence 
to parents who have special problems 
In the training of their own children.

Colleges to Equip Men for .Work 
They Are Now Doing 

The Kansas Hoard of Administra- 
tion, In charge of the educational In- 
stitutions of the state, is going to 
work out a new system of extension 
work for the state university, agricul- 
tural college and possibly the normal 
school. It will actually carry certain 
departments or the big schools di- 
rect to those who cannot go to tbe 
schools. The work will be partly ac- 
tual personal instruction. 

At present only the technical cours- 
es will be undertaken. It Is not In- 
tended to give the- courses as a home 
itudy that would lead to a degree, 
but better to equip the young men 
for the work they now are doing. 

At Wichita, for Instance, are sev- 
eral big railroad shops and numer- 
ous factories. At Hutchinson are 
several large electrical firms In 
each town and In other towns are 
many mechanics of various kinds. 
One night each one of the univer- 
sity Instructors will be In each town 
to take up problems with the classes 
arranged there. So far the work Is 
only in mechanical engineering. At 
Wichita a class has been organized 
of railroad shopmen and another 
class of carpenters. At Hutchinson 
i class in mechanical work Is to be 
organized and there may be a car- 
penter class, alse

The department of Home Econom- 
ics at K. S. A. 0, was the first of its 
kind to he established in the United 
States. It was recommended by 
Preident Anderson In 1874, and the 
»ewtng department was started dur- 
ing this year. A tew months later 
a short course of lectures on special 
hygiene was begun. Mrs, M. E, 
Cripps had charge of this and of the 
sewing, 

At the same time Prof. W. K. Ked- 
zte delivered lectures on the chemical 
composition of many articles of food, 
and Prof. E. M. Sheltou lectured on 
the care of milk and the making of 
butter and cheese. These three lec- 
tures comprised the department of 
household economy. 

No actual cook In s was done un 
til 1877, when the senior girls be 
gan verifying their lectures by ex 
perlinent. There WM a weekly "bak- 
ing daily" and three formal meals 
wero served during the year, one to 
the Hoard of Regents, one to a few- 
Invited guests — usually on Washing- 
ton's birthday — and the third to the 
entire senior class, as a special treat 
to Hie young men of the class. 

In 1881 the. household chemistry 
work wns taken by Mrs. Cropps. and 
die organized a three week's cooking 
:1obs. This wns the first step toward 
i real course In cooking, one as it ex- 
ists in the college- today. 

The next year, 1882, Mrs, Nellie 
9. Kedzle, took up the work, and en- 
larged the course In household econ- 
omy to twelve' weeks. The class met 
daily for a two hours session, the 
first hour being devoted io a lecture 
and the second to cooking. Three 
years later, the deportments were 
divided , Mrs. E, E. Wlnchlp taking 
'■harge of the classes In sewing. 

In 18*7, there were twelve stu- 
dents in the cooking class. Four 
years later the number had inrreased 
to forty-live, and now there are 700, 
exclusive of special students and 
those In the School of Agriculture.

The K«iMW Aggies us up again*: 
a better team and lost, on Abeam 
Field but Saturday, to the University 
of Kansas eleven, by a final count at 
28 to 0. The Kansas team outweigh- 
ed toe Aggies and outplayed them In 
all except the returning punts. 

The Minnesota shift was directly 
responsible tor the defeat of the Ag 
glee, although the forward pass and 
Captain Weldllne'a toe added 12 
points to the Kansas total. The Ag- 
gles were clearly outclassed by a 
team which gives every promise of 
d up) i eating the feat of the famous 
1908 Jayhawker eleven, that of play 
lng through a complete schedule 
without the loss of a single game 

The Mouse- Frank team kicked off 
to the Aggies at the start of the con- 
test, but the Aggies failed to gain 
and Hayjpaker was Inroad to punt 
to make the distance. Then entered 
the efficiency of the Minnesota shift. 
The Kansas linemen charged up un- 
der the Aggie defense and tbrew it 
back, tearing great holes through 
which the fleet Jayhawker backs 
sped with the hall to the Aggies 20 
yard line. The Lawrence eleven for 
■nation, stepped back or the back 
field, received the snapback, and shot 
a beautiful spiral Into the waiting 
arm of halfback G melees who 
dashed serosa the Aggies goal line 
for the first touchdown of the game. 

Another defeat had keen marked 
down in the records against the Ag- 
gies. 

Several tlmea during the grind, the 
Aggies managed to get the ball to 
the Kansas 26 yard line, but as a 
wbole they never seriously threaten- 
ed the Jayhawker goal. In the sec 
ond period Haymaker brought the 
stands up with an attempt to score 
from the Held. The ball toft Hay- 
maker's boot at an angle and failed 
to clear the goal posts by a goodly 
margin. This was the only chance 
the Lownufn crew bad to break Into 
the score column. 

The attack of the Kansas team 
was not so varied as to bewilder the 
Aggies, but the locals seemed to be 
lacking. The shift formation plung 
ed the Kansas backs through the 
same holes In the Aggies itbe time 
and again. On the defense the Kan- 
sana held the Aggies cleverly. The 
Aggie hacks rarely made over five 
yards through the Kansas forwards 
and more often failed to gain at all. 
The forward pass proved a better 
ground gainer for the locals than toi 
the Kansans. Skinner made one fea- 
ture gain of 45 yards In the final 
period. 

The Kansas backs and Quarter- 
back Wilson deserve the atelier po- 
sitions on the Kansas lineup, while 
Captain Loomis, Aguew. Sldorfuky, 
and Hartwlg, ahowed up best tor the 
Aggies.

Aggies won the toss and chose to 
defend the east goal, Strothers kick- 
ed off 50 yards to Agnew who return- 
ed the ball 2. 

30-yard forward pass by Bishop 
to Greenlees scored a touchdown for 
the Lawrence boys after eleven min- 
utes of play. Detwciler kicked goal. 

On the second play after the kick- 
off, Haymaker, the local quarterback, 
made a 45-yard run, but lost the ball 
on a fumble. Sommers for the Kan- 
aas University made 20 yards around 
the end. Greenlees went 15 yards 
through the line. The Lawrence 
boys were penalized about GO yards 
during the quarter, Weidline for 
Kansas University missed two at- 
tempts for field goals, one from 30 
and one from 40 yards.

The big parade of the Agricultural 
Division was held yesterday afternoon 
;u :; o'clock. The different depart- 
ments each vied with the other In 
producing original (Ifsisnx The li. S. 
i)l virion had four floats in the parade 
and will bIbo be represented In the 
engineers parade. 

Byron Dudley, chief or the college 
bugle corps, led the parade. Imme- 
diately following him came the ex- 
hibits of the animal husbandry de- 
partment --the fancy live stock first. 
Leading the parade of live slock were 
five Htalltont and twenty colts all in 
full dress, Next came the stock Judg- 
ing team on a float carrying a small 
herd of sheep. Following this — and 
Just to show how well the depart- 
ment of animal husbandry stands 
with the domestic science depart- 
ment — a crowd of domestic sclene 
fir's dressed In white occupied one 
'float. Fifty head of blooded cattle- 
Angus, Shorthorn and Herefords — 
prize winners at a numiiter of shows 
this fall --urn relief proudly past as 
an escort to three of the best steers 
"which rode In a float that folio wed, 
A hof float labeled "Mortgage Lift- 
ers," a herd of fifty sheep on foot, 
and a contrast in proper and im- 
proper feeding shown by a fat steer 
and a lean ateer, next were In line. 
Two college steers broken In by stu- 
dents for oxen drew a cart labeled 
"Buffalo Bill's Special.'' Following 
this came another team of oxen and 
a prairie schooner owned by Gabriel 
Frank of Council Grove, Kan,, a for- 
mer student, A donkey and cart car- 
rying an imitation cow and a weird 
looking "professor" represented the 
animal husbandry department of the 
GOa. 

Five floats and a lot of modern 
farm machines represented the de- 
partment of agronomy In the parade. 
This exhrUtt was led by a motor car 
labeled "The Ragtime Motor Car," 
ingeniously made by mounting an en- 
gine on a small farm truck. An en- 
gine and separator, a gang plow 
drawn by a tractor, and other mod- 
ern farm machinery followed. Then 
a motor truck loaded with farm 
produce rolled by, On the next float 
a model farm with a modern farm 
house, barn, and other buildings, 
trees, drives, hedges, and a well ar- 
ranged yard were shown. The house 
and other buildings were made of 
corn stalks and represented a great 
deal of work. The college seal, done 
In farm produce, followed on another 
float, A "new -way" float came next 
with examplea of up-to-date farm ma- 
chines — a corn sheller. grinder, 
pump, and other smaller implements, 
all operated by a gas engine. Some 
of the wagons were pulled by horses 
and some by farm tractors. 

Three floats and a dairy herd were 
the entries of the students In dairy 
husbandry. Of the twenty blooded 
animals In the herd, five represented 
the Jersey breed, five the Ayrshire, 
five the Hoi stein, and Ave the Guern- 
sey. One float represented In tubs 
of butter the record of Maid Henry, & 
champion Holsteln owned by the col-< 
lege, contrasted wwh the record oj 
the average Kansas cow. The Maid's 
annual output was shown by thirteen 
sixty-pound butter kegs, while that 
of the average Kansas milk producer 
was represented by two sixty-pound 
and one twenty-pound in''*. A 4 no- 
pound churn, a cream separator and 
a continuous ice cream freezer all 
In operation were shown on one float. 
The third wagon carried models of 
modern dairy equipment— a silo, a 
stanchion, a cooler, milking machine 
and Babeock tester. In the model 
stall arranged, one member of the 
.allege dairy herd stood calmly eat- 
ing her aifsdla, while the milking 
machine attached and apparently in 
operation was doing all the work. 

The student in forestry showed 
the forms of forestry work doae In 
their department with a float which 



contained a small nursery, represent- 
ing a small catalpa nursery of the 
tOs, with the harvest from this wood- 
tot shown in the model by a pile of 
saw logs. At the rear end was a rep- 
resentative group of foreign trees in- 
troduced in Kansas by the agricul- 
tural college. 

The work of the department of 
horticulture was shown in four floats 
— one a model farm garden showing 
a harvest of pumpkins, potatoes and 
other garden truck; another a small 
green house containing cut flowers 
and potted plants and trimmed in 
autumn leaves; a third carrying two 
apple trees showing the result of 
spraying and the result or not spray- 
ing. Five types of sprayers followed 
this float, showing the two trees to 
demonstrate their methods of spray- 
ing. The fourth float carried a 
tempting apple exhibit. 

The exhibit of veterinary students 
a weird lot of skeletons, bones, and 
surgical apparatus — was wel) ar- 
ranged and showed In characteristic 
style the work required by veterina- 
rians. 

The department of milling indus- 
try was represented by a float which 
showed old and new ways of grind- 
ing grain. An old-fashioned grist 
wheel was exhibited. 

The domestic science float showed 
a typical farm kitchen. In one end 
stood a kitchen cabinet; In the mid- 
dle, u table with convenient utensils 
on It; at the other end a range, with 
stove utensils near It. Several girls 
were In the kitchen making apple 
pies. As the parade passed by, they 
tossed apples to the spectators. Stu- 
dents in domestic science are to have 
two floats In the engineers' parade to- 
night. 

The department of domestic art 
had two floats in the afternoon pa- 
rade. One represented a colonial 
sewing room, with a fireplace In one 
end. The floor was covered with old 
fashioned woven rugs. Two spin- 
ning wheels added to the realism. 
The other float shewed the equip- 
ment of the first sewing class room 
at the Kanaas Agricultural College — 
one table, one blackboard, one teach- 
er, and two sewing machines. The 
teacher, dreBBed in the costume of 
that early day, presided over the stu- 
dents. The home decoration float 
represented a Japanese tea garden, 
with lanterns, chrysanthemums, and 
luluiuu leaves. The four girls 
which accompanied it wore gowns, 
one of which illustrated good lines In 
x costume, one, poor lines, one a har- 
monious color scheme, and one a 
Tood design.

"I am pleased that the privilege 
lias been accorded 'me of being with 
you today, on this, the semi-centen- 
nial anniversary of this great col- 
lege. The agricultural college has to 
no with the greatest of our Kansas 
Industries. Its specific function is to 
see that every seed placed In the 
ground and every hour's labor on 
the farm Is made more productive. 
Yon further bring to your command 
the scientific observations given you 
by this college in the building of a 
purer and 'better breed of live stock 
of all descriptions. 

"The one great unsolved educa- 
i tonal problem is to construct a rural 
school that will serve as a distribut- 
ing agency for the discoveries. Im- 
provements and agricultural prob- 
lems worked out in these Institutions. 

"The last legislature, including 
:he fees\ put 118(1,00" more money 
into this great school than ever be- 
fore appropriated for Its use — and 
this additional amount to be used 
for maintenance purposes only. The 
moneys put into our educational In- 
stitutions should not be chargeable 
to. or considered as, an expense In 
running the state, but rather as a 
sane investment. Viewed from tills 
standpoint, Kansas has never made 
n better investment than In this agri- 
cultural college. It Is not a question 
of how it is spent, <hnt how wisely It 
is Invested. 

"Our student bodies attend our 
various state colleges for the express 
purpose of fitting themselves for the 
problems of life that eventually must' 
confront them. These are the prob- 
lems of their chosen selection in life. 
We readily see the fruition of the ef- 
forts of this great school. Your 



graduates are scientifically develop- 
ing our agricultural resources, and 
the men to whom these vocations 
especially appeal to are the success- 
ful Kausans today. 

"What a pitiful spectacle a young 
man or woman presents when they 
face the great unknown problems of 
life without the special e.ualiflcattou* 
or fitness for doing some one thing 
right or proficiently, and without be- 
ing fortified for lite. The pathos of 
their hesitancy, their lack of direct- 
ness at the critical limo that their 
strength of character and their per- 
sonalities should become apparent Is 
particularly saddening to their asso- 
ciates, their friends., and to the pub- 
lic in general. They lack, especially 
at this critical time when they need 
It, the constructive ability to build, 
to create. The mechanical ideas and 
trained hands of the artisan who sees 
In a <i)1ock of steel, a piston, or a 
valve, or some vital mechanical part 
of a great piece of machinery and 
molds and fashions that crudity Into 
a living, vital, pulsating sort of an 
engine of commerce. 

"Kanaas 1b proud of her district 
schools: of her county and city high 
schools; of her vocational schools, 
and yet the future of our slate, it 
seems to me. is vitally concerned In 
having that industrial and agricul- 
tural education that prepares a man 
or woman to take our dormant nat- 
ural resources and make them grow 
great crops, new cereals, and fash- 
ions our con), lead. /inc. and lime- 
stone Into those necessities and com- 
forts demanded by men. 

"It has been suggested that while 
we owe a great debt to the private 
schools of our state, yet the future 
of our citizenship lies in our district 

school. 

"And so this great school not only 
qualifies us, but ft brings to us that 
love fur a work that Is essential to Its 
success. While the specific function 
of this college is for training agricul- 
turists and stock raisers, to fit young 
men for these vocations, yet we must 
not forget that In addition to these 
places we need men able and willing 
to help out tft solving the great prob- 
lems of government. The farmer has 
always been the great conservative 
factor in all governments, and par- 
ticularly in our own country. So in 
training a man for the farm, we musi 
also train him to serve the state and 
the nation as well. Great social, edu- 
cational and srlentiflc problems con- 
front our state and nation today. The 
farmer Is to have an important part 
in their solution if they are solved 
correctly."

Interesting Biography of Our First 

I'l'fNJClfllt 

Joseph lieu'iilKon, D. D., A. -M., the 
first president of the Kansas State 
Agricultural College, was born in 
Bernardston, Franklin County, Mas- 
sachusetts, October 1. ISl'i, When 
he was two years old bis parents re- 
moved to Coleraln, in the same coun- 
ty, where tbey engaged in farming. 
Here young Dennlaon lived the usual 
life of the New England farmer boy 
of those days. In the fall of 1 83 3 he 
entered Wllbrabam Academy to pre- 
pare for College, and In 1 S3 7 he Join- 
ed the sophomore class in Wesleyao 
University, at Mlddleton, Conn., 
where be graduated In 1840. In the 
same year be was elected professor of 
languages in the America Seminary, 
Duchess county. New York, and held 
that position for three years, liavln* 
for bis pupils such men as Alexander 
Wlncbell, the renowned geologist, 
and Albert B. Hunt, the philanthro- 
pist, whose gifts to hospitals and in- 
stitutions of learning have aggre- 
gated 11,000,000.00 or more. From

National Day wan a great day In 
the flem [-Centennial celebration. Tbe 
day was Oiled with excellent speeches* 
all made by men with national repu- 
tation! In their Use. Congressman 
Hetverlng made the first address ol 
the day upon Rural Credits. He out- 
lined bis bill which he has presented 
in congress, and hopes to hare pass- 
ed 'before the year Is over. 

Dean Eugene Davenport of the de- 
partment or agriculture at Illinois 
Inlverslty, spoke on Tbe Outlook Tor 
Agriculture. All of the progress 
made In agricultural lines has beet/ 
during the last fifty years and it Is 
progressing at a rapid rate. 

Acting* President of Missouri Uni- 
versity, John Carleton Jones and 
President W. J. Kerr, of the Oregon 
Agricultural College, each brought 
meaaagee of congratulation from 
their respective schools. Each com- 
mented favorably upon tbe wonder- 
ful advantages offered and taken ad- 
vantage of by the young people of 
Kansas. 

David Grandson Fairchiid. '88, 
who la now tbe Chief of the Office of 
Seed and Plant Introduction and fa 
acting as the personal representative 
of U. S. See'j. of Agriculture Hous- 
ton, opened bis speech with * few 
reminiscences of former public ap- 
pearance* at K. 8. A. C, and* of 
twenty years ago. He discussed the 
growth of the department of agricul- 
ture In which he is greatly Interested. 
After his address, luncheon was 
served at the Gym by the girls of the 
domestic science division, to about 
"iOo people. 

Tbe afternoon session was delayed 
because of the bounteous luncheon 
nerved by the girls. This forced the 
dress parade by tbe cadets to occur 
late In tbe afternoon. 

The Aral speaker of the afternoon 
was Alfred C. Trus. Director In tha 
Office of Experiment Stations. He 
told of the work or the experiment 
stations and of their purpose. "The 
Kanaas Station, be said, haa an Im- 
portant and honorable position be- 
cause of the work upon alfalfa and 
the hog cholera serum." 

President Wlnthrop E. Stone at 
Purdue geva a history of the Land 
Orant Collages of the country, how 
they were formed, organised and of 
their work la the past and what It 
may be In the future. 

When Mrs. Nellie Kedxie-Jone* 
was Introduced there ensued a long 
period of applause. President Wat- 
ers introduced her most happily as 
tbe Grandmother of the D. S. Course. 

After Mrs. Kedxle- Jones charming 
address tbe audience was Invited to 
go to the Athletic field and see a Reg- 
imental Dress Parade which was 
staged by tbe college cadets, and in- 
cidentally, as President Waters said, 
to see the new uniforms which the 
boys were wearing for the first time. 

The Birthday Party closed with a 
reception la Nlchol's Gymnasium to 
which everyone was cordially In- 
vited.

We dnesday afternoon's session 
was the moat interesting to visitors 
and alumni. Tbe first speaker on 
tbe program was Bx-Presldent Nich- 
ols. President Nichols gave a ahort 
review of the past history of the col- 
lege and more especially of bis own 
administration.

The acreage 
of the college holdings were also 
greatly increased, and the Hays ex- 
periment station annexed. 

"K . S. A. C. offers a 'broader court* 
In sciences than any other college of 
Its kind In the country," said Presi- 
dent Nichols. "I have made a study 
of the catalogs of the different col- 
leges and none eomper* In breadth- 
with the course here. 

"I am proud that the Gymnasium 
has been named after me and 1 hope 
that it will be tbe only monument 
which I will require for many years 
to me." 



"Mike" Abeam has consented to 
be the "goat" In the mock trial which 
Is 'being arranged by the literary so- 
cieties.

KedKle- Jones on Woman's Birthright 
went right to the hearts ot all hor 
hearers. If was not so much what 
she said — although tier address was 
very clear, logical, and interesting— 
us It was her own charming personal- 
ity, and the little Indescribable femi- 
nine touch which placed her talk un- 
mistakably In a class by itself. 

President Waters, in introducing 
Mrs. Kedzle-Jones, referred to her as 
the mother of Home Economics work 
in tbe world. This is a title and a 
tribute to which she — -and she alone 
—has the right. 

The idea of such training for girls 
wns firm conceived by President And- 
erson, In 1 774. He It was who won 
his fight against tbe legislature for 
means to broaden and enlarge this 
institution. He 'nought two sewing 
machines and placed theni .on one 
corner of the chapel platform in tbe 
old college. Thus began the train- 
ing or girls for home work. 

"Then came the training of that 
man who never failed to make a bet- 
ter man and woman of alt who came 
under his Influence. President Falr- 
I'hiltl. He firmly believed In fitting 
girls for that work which was to be 
theirs." 

"These Is more need for training 
for the 'home than anywhere else. 
This fulfills the Ideal of education, 
training for service, to do for others, 
and give to their lives something of 
good from our own. This is the di- 
vine mission or a mother." 

Mrs. Kedzie-. tones contrasted the 
'present idea of education with that 
Of our forefathers. They believed In 
educating the boy and fitting him for 
his lire work, hut never the girl. Now 
the training of the girl is considered 
cqunlly Important with that of her 
brother. 

She mentioned the striking con- 
trast between the two sewing ma- 
chines In the beginning and the 
completely equipped building re- 
cently erected, she Is proud to be 
a graduate of this institution and 
credits it with a great service to the 
world. It's teachers see scattered 
from Dakota to Louisiana and from 
sea to sea. and tbe homes of the land

Says Kansas Educates .Mare Student* 
and Cheaper Than Most State*. 

"Kansas educates more students 
to tbe acre than most of the states In 
the union," declared Dr. Prank 
Strong, chancellor ot the University 
of Kansas, In his address Wednes- 
day at the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Kansas Agricultural College, chan- 
cellor Strong brought the greetings 
of the university to the Golden Jubi- 
lee, and spoke on "Some Education- 
■J Problems or Kansas." 

"If Iowa had educated as many, 
according to population, as Kansas," 
said Chancellor Strong, "Instead of 
4,163 resident students in Us uni- 
versity and agricultural college, it 
would have bad 6,317; Wisconsin, 
Instead of having 3,945 would have 
had 6,341; Indiana, instead or 3,- 
889 would have had 7,339, Michi- 
gan, Instead of 4,509 would have 
had 7,636; Missouri, instead ot 2,- 
740 would have had 8,949; and Illi- 
nois, Instead or 3.G04 would have 
had l.»,322."

■ lad a restaurant or other place 
where food can be bought and eaten, 
hut a pleasant, comfortable room, 
where girls that are compelled to 
ant lunches on the campus could 
father at noon and have a aoclable, 
reatful time.

Quarter — Captain Loomis Make*

With the field swept by minature 
whirlwinds throughout the contest 
the Kansas Aggies defeated the Tex- 
as Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege football eleven yesterday after- 
noon on Ahearn Field by a final 
score of 12 to 0. On straight line 
plunges Hartwlg was shoved over the 
Texas goal line In the second per- 
Id and la the final three minutes of 
play Captain Loomia captured Dres- 
ser's pass Into the Texas goal tone 
on the west «nd of the field and 
scored the Aggies' last touchdown. 
Incidentally Captain Loomis scored 
the second touchdown In the history 
of his playing on the Aggie eleven. 

The Texans played great football 
but the Kanaaat played even better. 
Tho wind chilled the Texans and 
probably deterred their playing 
somewhat. Kicks fro.n the west end 
of the field went for many yards 
while the Texans showed up to an 
advantage over the Aggies on their 
kicks from the end and against the 
wind. Forward passes went for good' 
gains to both teams, the Southern- 
er pulling off a couple that went for 
from 20 to 3D yards. The Aggies 
missed a good chance to score in the 
aecond period when" Root juggled 
Haymaker's pass and Moss recovered 
on the Texas* SI yard tine. The 
officials riA** thai rflwveTfy Wragai as 
the mh« man who ttrucsed the bait 
first for the Aggies failed to recover. 
The Tezani took the hall on downs 
and kicked out of danger. 

In the third period the Texans out- 
played the Lowman eleven. After 
the kick offff which went for 6G 
yards the Aggies played the oval 
from their ten yard line and failed 
to gain. Haymaker kicked to mid* 
field where the play remained for 
the remainder of the perlo. 1 . A drop- 
kick which the wind spoiled for Oar- 
rity, the Texas Quarter, from the 
Aggies 20 yard line was the only 
chance the Southerners had to score. 
Several times Coach Horan's play- 
ers threatened the Aggie goal with 
passes that failed by inches. Cap- 
tala Ufa -ley played great football 
for the Southerners and Koran plow- 
ed through the Aggie line repeatedly 
on a fake kick play. The kicking of 
the two Texas pilots, Bonner and 
Oarrlty, proved first class. 

The Lowman machine started the 
game in whirlwind fashion, kicking 
off to the Texan's 10 yard line, and 
holding the Southerners and forcing 
Oarrlty to punt out of danger. The 
Aggies played the ball In Texas ter- 
ritory throughout the remainder of 
the first period. The aecond period 
was a repetition of the first with 
the Kansant playing rings around 
their Southern opponents. Hart wig 
showed up well In this period plung- 
ing the ball down field and finally 
over the Texas goal line for the Ag- 
gies first score. The wind caused 
Agnew's kick to go wild and the 
Kansas Aggies ted 6 to 0. 

The Texans outplayed the Aggies 
throughout the third and the first 
part of the fourth periods. In the 
forth semester the Aggies, with Dres- 
ser and Haucke playing the quarter- 
back and fullback positions for the 
Lowman team, swept the Texana oft 
their feet and Haucke plunged the 
pigskin to the Texans four yard line 
leaving Dresser with four yards to 
make on the final down. To accom- 
plish this Teat the diminutive quar- 
ter ahot a spiral to Captain Loomis 
who was waiting across the Texas 
goal line for the final touchdown of 
the game. Agnew's kick waa ruined 
by the spurty wind and the Texans 
journeyed southward last night twice 
defeated by Coach Lowman'a Kan- 
ass Aggies. 

Haucke played flrat class football 
on his initial appearance In the Ag- 
gie lineup. Hartwig alto played well 
from the fullback position. Captain 
Loomis played the best brand of (he

Professor E. C. Johnson of the Ex- 
tension department goes to Washing- 
ton, D. C„ Saturday to deliver an 
address Monday on the "Organiza- 
tion of institute Work in Kansas." 

The method of organization and 
work of the 417 institute organiza- 
tions in the state Is described, and 
some definite results of Institute 
work in the state are shown. 

Here are Borne of tbe results which 
Mr. Johnson will emphasise partic- 
ularly. Over 72 per cent of the In- 
stitutes bold monthly meetings in 
addition, to the annual meetings — 
arranging about four meetings each 
- — with an average attendance of for- 
ty. Mure than 2000 local speakers 
appeared on the institute program 
last year. 

Si per cent of the institutes re- 
port that definite results have been 
obtained, uS per cent of these re- 
port that institute work has stimu- 
lated interest in better agriculture 
and liner farm life; 42 per cent re- 
port an Impetus to silo building; 30 
per cent, better seed selection; 30 
pe.r cent, better soi) preparation and 
tillage; 16.6 per cent, better man- 
agement of live stock; 13.3 per cent, 
encouragement of co-operation 
among farmers; 12 per cent, better 
management of dairy cattle; 5* er 
cent, better roads; 3.7 per cent, crop 
rotation; 3,7 per eent, the Interest- 
ing of young people In agriculture. 

A large number of miscellaneous 
results such as better home surround 
in-s, the stlmlatfon of pride In farm 
in-.*, and (lie lending of dignity to th% 
farming profession are also reported. 

It means much to the state when* 
Institute officers and members feel 
that they have had great Influence 
In the promotion of better agricul- 
ture and a finer farm life through 
their home organizations and that 
these results are not due merely to 
influences from without.

MEMBERS OF CHEMISTRY DE- 

I'AKTMKXT HATE ARTICLE 

ON ACU^rW OF StljA^E. 
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Professor C. O. Swans**, J. W. 
Calvin, and Edwin Mnngantord. all of 
the chemistry department, have had 
as article detailing some Interesting 
and valuable discoveries tbey have 
made, published in tbe Journal of 
the American Chemical Society. 

"Their contributions, which deal 
with rah lows awtboda of determining 
acidity of silage, ts the product of 
some months, work and observation. 
and will pros* valuable to experiment 
stations, and nil who have occasion 
to make scientific analysis of silage 
or other similar feed products. 

Tbe most of tbe work wae done 
last winter, the report being sent In 
In February. All three of the auth- 
ors of the article worked on the ma- 
terial from which they derived their 



results, s»d each has a shire In the 
honor. 

The lunettes 1 application of tbe 
result* found, is in the perfaetlni of 
a standard nnd accurate method Of 
determining the acidity of the silage, 
by various methods. Heretofore the 
relation of tbe efficie n cy of the diffler- 
ent ways was not thoroughly under- 
stood, nnd results showed wide dis- 
crepancies. 

As far aa ascertained by tbe writ- 
ers, the method of determining tbe 
acidity in silage is by extracting with 
water or alcohol, and titrating 
with a standard alkali solution, 
using phenolphtbaiein as an Indica- 
tor. 

The value of tbe work bingo en 
the fallowing factors, both for water 
fineness of grinding of the sample, 
and for alcohol extractions. The 
the amount of carbon dioxide in the 
silage, tbe campleteness of the ex- 
traction, affected by tbe shaking of 
tbe sample which is being extracted, 
and tbe length of extraction. 

The results showed that fine grind- 
ing of samples was absolutely neces- 
sary. There was a range of from

Trials to determine the relative ef- 
ficiency of water and alcohol aa sol- 
vents, showed that alcohol was tbe 
more efficient and dependable sol- 
vent of tbe acids. An Increase re- 
vealed in the acidity at Cram ,42 per 
cent to .SI per cent was noted, when 
tbe alcohol was used. 

Experiments were then conducted 
to find the relative efficiency of a 
GO per cent alcohol, and a 95 per- 
cent alcohol. It was found that the 
GO per cent alcohol was fully as ef- 
ficient as the stronger, and besides 
being more economical, gives an ex- 
tract easier filtered. 

The substance of the experiments 
reveals an unlocked for possibility of 
accuracy and uniformity In making 
these tests, and adds another feather 
to the cap of K. S. A. C. In having a 
body of men capable of doing such 
work for the advancement of agricul- 
tural science In Kansas.

Last 
season the track squad was not call el 
out for indoor work until February 
, The effect was proven conclusively 
when the Kansas U., squad came to 
Manhattan and easily licked "Cap" 
Bryan's men. Coach Lowman has 
scheduled Indoor meets with Kansas 
at Lawrence, and with Washburn at 
Topeka, for the cork path perform- 
ers. As an Incentive for more con- 
sistent work Coach Lowman has a 
tentative arrangement with the Ne- 
braska management for an Indoor 
meet, here anj * .reUlft <>» Jo * 
meet in Lincoln In the Spring. A 
string of track men will also be sent 
to the annua) meet, of the Kansas 
City Club which la to be held In Con- 
vention Hall March 1. 

Outdoor meets will keep the track 
men busy In the spring term. Kan- 
sas and Missouri will be met on the 
Ahearn Field track next spring 
Nebraska will probably kick In with 
an agreement to meet the Merner 
men on the Nichols track and on the 
University Field track in Lincoln lu 
the spring. The Aggies, according 
to Coach Lowman's announcement 
will not participate In the K. A. I. 
A. meet next spring at Emporia, but 
will go instead to St. Louis to take* 
part in the Missouri Valley meet, 
on the Washington University Field, 
The Aggie track squad gives early 
promise of being the best balanced 
in the history of track athletics at 
K. B. A. C. Captain Gates and Helt 
tn the sprints should clean up every 
rare for the Aggies. Helt showed up 
well last year and aside from his 
sprinting ability be is one of the 
best broad jumpers In this part of 
the country. He holds the State rec- 
ord In the broad leap at 32 feet, one 
inch. Gates pulled off his beet day's 
work against the Missouri Univers- 
ity track team at Columbia last 
spring -when he won three firsts in 
the sprints. The high Jump will be 
a strong hold for the Aggies this sea 
son with Adams and Prlxell compet- 
ing for the Tarslty. Both will clear 
five-ten Indoors with a little practice 
and should do better when the out 
door season commences. 

Colth a new comer to the varsity 
squad showed up well In the weights 
and the quarter mile last year and 
should make a valuable addition to 
the team. Welch ran the hurdles 
in One style last season, coming into 
form near the end of the season and 
running Martin, the record holder 
from Baker U., a very good race In 
the state meet at Topeka. Welch 
may be able to hit his stride Indoors 
as well as he did outdoors and if so 
will nil a weak spot on the Aggie 
team. Washington and Toung, pole 
Taulters of class will be missed from 
the track squad during the winter 
term. Washington la suffering from 
a bad fracture of the shoulder bone 
said Injury resulting from a scrim- 
mage with the varsity football eleven 
Young is trying out for the varsity 
basketball five and according to past 
performances will make the team.

Government Wants More Military 
Training Says Garrison. 

Washington, Nov. 10.— Secretary 
Garrison hus discovered that the agri- 
cultural colleges established under 
the Morrill Act of 1S62 have not been 
living up to the law, which requires 
them to include military training in 
the curriculums In return for al'l 
from tlie public treasury. 

It is probable Mr. Garrison will 
make important recommendations o.'i 
this subject to Congress ifext month 
in an effort to obtain a greater re- 
turn to the government for the mon- 
ey It expends. 

There are many of theso college* 
In all parts of the country at which 
army olllcers are on duty as military 
Instructors. White the act of 18^ 
provides for military instruction It lti 
defective in that It does net statu in 
definite terms the duties of the col- 
lege authorities; also to no penally 
Is provided for failure to live up to 
the law requirements. 

Secretary Garrison believes these 
colleges should liecome training 
schools for young officers for appoint- 
ment in a volunteer army in time of 
war. He a lso believes the graduates 
of th'-'se schools, properly trained in 
a preliminary way during their 
course, could serve with profit for a 
year after graduation. Thus they 
would comprise an excellent body of,

TWO TO ONE DECISION RENDERED 



VupNtlon of Philippine Island inde- 
pendence Nettled According to 
Argument of Agates. 



The annual Interstate debate, In 
wblch the K. a. A. C, team met the 
team from Ames last night, resulted 
in a decision for the Aggies. 

The contest wai especially wet] at- 
tended. The pit and front sections of 
the auditorium were reserved for the 
different literary societies. The sec- 
tion reserved for each society was 
decorated In the colors of that so- 
ciety, and members had no difficulty 
In rinding their places. 

Before the opening of the program, 
the audtonee "warmed up" with a few 
of the college yells, under the super- 
vision of Cheer-leader McBrlde. The 
program was opened hy a "stunt" 
s'_li,.:ii by the Foruui, which took the 
form of an excellent force, represent- 
ing a suffragette meeting. Addresses 
by HPveral of England's and America's 
leading workers In the cause of 
"Votes for Women,%were given. 

Kmmellne Psnkrinrst and Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson addressed the gath- 
ering, and It was Anally adjourned 
by the assistance of a "cop" after 
the masculine contingent had fled. 

After the Forum stunt, Professor 
Kammeyer, the chairman of the ev- 
ening, took charge, and announced 
tMaBHs^wL^jHesolvcd, That the 

iy&ft^^T H«Hi.; 1 tP\Ho».l«tr,*, 
at Oardcn City. Hon. C. H. Thompson, 
of Kansas City, Co.. and Prof. E 
F. Bngel, or the University of Kan- 
sat, 

A new feature In the method of 
conducting the debate was the re- 
buttal by each speaker. 

Hr. C. I Mattson, of the Franklin 
Literary Society, was the first speak- 
er for K. 8. A. C, on the affirmative 
side. Mr. Mattaon divided tbe af- 
firmative argument Into three prin- 
cipal parts, each one of which was 
discussed by an affirmative speaker. 
The three points were: first, the duty 
of the United States to the Phili- 
ppine Islands, in giving them their 
Independence, second, the enormous 
expense to both the United States 
and the Philippines, In keeping up 
the present form of government, with 
tbe Impossibility of getting adequate 
financial returns from It, and, third, 
the proven ability of the Filipinos to 
govern themselves, without assist- 
ance from the United States. 

Mr. Mattson took the first point, 
and argued that the United States 
had no constitutional or other right, 
to withhold both statehood and Inde- 
pendence from the Philippine Islands, 
Mr. Mattaon held that the United 
States owed the Philippines the pro- 
tection afforded by a neutrality trea- 
ty with seven or the world powers, 
by giving the Filipinos freedom. 

Mr, Mattaon was followed by Mr, 
R, A. Rath, or the negative aide. 
Mr. Rath hinged his argument on 
the lack of ability ot the Filipinos 
to adapt themselves to Anglo-Saxon 
methods of government, in the eight 
years allowed them by the Jones Bill. 
He stated that the policy ot the Unit- 
ed States toward the Philippines had 
ibeen one ot protection, and assist- 
ance, and that without its aid the 
Filipinos were bound to meet disas- 
ter. 

Mr. Nash was followed by Mr. J. 
L. Lush, of the Franklins, on the af- 
firmative. Mr. Lush dealt with the 
financial side or the question, and 
backed up his assertions or the ex- 
pense to both parties, with statistics. 
Mr. Lush contended that neither 
side would ever be able to reap any 
benefit from the present method of 
administration. 

The second speaker for Ames was 
Mr. H. B. Hawthorne, who disputed 
the ability ef the Filipino to carry 
on a modern system of selt-ajovern- 
ment, his desire tor It. and the pos- 
sibility of his attaining the degree of 



civilization necessary for It, in the 
time limit set by the Jones BUI. 
Mr. Hawthorne compare 1 the history 
of various Latin -American countries 
which have met disaster through 
their efforts at premature self-gov- 
ernment. ,^y 

He 'pointed to the method of colo- 
nizatlrfn and government practiced 
with kuccees in Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, and other non-Anglo- 
Saxon flu tn cries. 

Mr. Hawthorne was followed by 
the last speaker of the affirmative. 
Mr. J. B. Sweet, of the Atebnfmn 
Literary Society, who ably argued the 
fitness of the Filipinos, ndividually 
and racially, to govern themselves. 
Mr. Sweet told of the hoteefeneous- 
nees of the people. In spirts ';as to ge- 
ography, and In their el vilest ion. Ho 
showed that the people as a whole 
were anxious for Independence, and 
contended that they were ready tor 

H. * I 

Mr. A. W, Joy was the last speaker 
on the negative side, and after a re- 
capitulation of the argument of his 
colleagues, spoke of tbe responsibili- 
ty assumed by the United Btates when 
they acquired the Philippine Islands, 
and the Impossibility of properly 
discharging that responsibility with- 
out maintaining control of the Is- 
lands. He asserted that the United 
States could not, with honor, trans- 
fer this responsibility to the untried 
Filipinos. 

After Mr. Joy's speech, each de : 
bater was allowed a short rebuttal, 
and some very plausible arguments 
on both sides were demolished. The 
Ames team made use of a recapitula- 
ting chart, printed in large letters, 
and displayed on the stage, In their 
rebuttals. 

When both sides had finished, there 
was a short Interval, filled In <by the 
audience with cheering, before the de- 
cisions of the Judges, two of wblch 
were In favor of the affirmative, and 
one In favor of the negative, were 
announced by Professor Kammeyer. 

After the debate tbe Debating 
Council entertained tbe debaters, the 
Judges, and the coaches, In the hall 
of the Athenian Literary Society, in 
the gymnasium. 

The Aggies also had a debating 
team at the University of North Da- 
kota, last night, consisting of W, L. 
Sweet, Roy Owln and W. A. Sum- 
ner. The team that place debated 
the same question, taking the affirm- 
ative.

BURN SUBMITS QUESTIONS 

— TWO DEBATER. 



A dual debate with Washburn has 
■been arranged, to be held sometime 
during the last of March. The two 
debates will take place on the same 
night, one at Topeka and one at Man- 
hattan. There are three speakers on 
each team. 

Washburn proposed two Questions: 
one In regard to Minimum Wages and 
the other, that corporations doing in- 
terstate, business should be required 
to get a federal charter, K. S. A. 
C. chose the Minimum wage ques- 
tion. This Is the wording of It: "Re- 
solved , That through appropriate leg- 
islation a minimum wage scale should 
be put Into operation in the ' United 
States." 

A contract has been made for two 
years, and it Is hoped that relations 
between the two schools will be so 
agrecarble that the arrangements will 
become permanent. Next year.K. S. 
A. C. will submit two questions, and 
Washburn will choose. 

One great advantage in this de- 
bate Is that K. S. A. C. meets a col- 
lege holding an excellent reputation 
in debate, and, at the same time, so 
close that expenses can be kept low. 

It Is likely that arrangements will 
be made by the debating council al- 
lowing members of the literary socie- 
ties to try ont en the "Minimum 
Wage" question as well as on that ot 
"Panama Canal Tolls." 



The second annual convention or 
the National Irrigation Congress Is to 
be held in Goodland, Sherman coun- 
ty, Kansas, on the 10th and 11th of 
December. State Engineer H, B. 
Walker, the secretary of the con- 
gress. Is now at work on the pro- 
gram, and has a list of good speak- 
ers who will be available for the con- 
vention. 

Governor Hodges has promised to 
be at the congress, and will apeak. 
Preefdent Waters will also bo pres- 
ent and address the gathering. Some 
of tbe other prominent speakers are: 
Professor Hay worth, the head of the 
geological department of K. l\; Prof. 
It. tf, Huffman, vice president of the 
congress; J. Post Hardin, an Irriga- 
tion expert, or Denver; Professor 
Cottrell or the Rock Island railroad, 
and H. E. Murdock, a United States 
Irrigation engineer. 

One or the reatures or the meeting 
will tbe the open discussion of topics 
of general Interest by the delegates 
to the congress. The county commis- 
sioners of all the counties -which may 
be benefited by the work are Invited 
to send delegates, as are the com- 
mercial clubs of the various towns. 
The farmers' Institutes of western 
Kansas are also expected to be repre- 
sented. Some four to five hundrert 
delegates wttl probably J* 1 present 
during the convention. 

The congress was organized only 
last year, and has made a phenom- 
enal growth by reason of the fact 
that It meets the practical needs of 
the farmers in the "shallow water" 
region of western Kansas. By the 
"shallow water region" Is meant the 
land underlaid by water less than 60 
feet below the surface, which can «>e 
economically pumped for Irrigation 
purposes. 

Mr. Walker has been at work on 
the Irrigation question in western 
Kansas for some time, and Is much 
pleased b ythe progress made by the 
congress. He was the moving spirit 
in its organization, and has carried 
a large part of the work himself. He 
has Just returned from a tour ot the 
western part ot the state, having lec- 
tured In Larned and Kinsley, Kan., 
the Tth of this month. He expects 
to be in Arkansas City next Tuesday, 
In Wichita Thursday, and in Bur- 
dette shortly afterward. 

The extension division has prom- 
ised a farmers' Institute circuit to 



work west from Dodge City, next 
February, to deal with the irrigation 
jf the "shallow water" region. 

Engineer Walker says there arc 
approximately one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand acres of this 
land in Shawnee county alone, and 
the westen counties -will average 
more than fifty thousand acres each. 
He says that water can be economic- 
ally pumped sixty feet fro irriga- 
tion, and recommends the use of 
centrifugal pumps, with an Internal 
combustion engine burning the 
cheaper grades of oil. 

The manufacturers of machinery 
and apparatus for pumping and dis- 
tributing water for purposes of Irri- 
gation have been invited to send ex- 
hibits or their products, and many of 
them will do so,.

"For all this has been written, 
about a man who Is yet lu bis early 
thirties, one of the youngest lectur- 
ers In the profession, and who is 
Just completing his seventh year un- 
der the management of the Redpnih 
Bureau/ that gave him his first op- 
portunity at Wilmington that night 
ae substituted tor the concert com- 
pany. 

"Yes, I have said Thomas Brooks 
Fletcher Is the surprise of the ly- 
ceum, but now we know some ot the 
reasons why. He is In the lyceum 
to stay because he Is helping to solve 
some of the big problems that need 
to be solved. He Is discussing greul 
issues, and is offering a remedy. II ■ 
is helping to create a demand for the 
real, and the vital lecture In the ly- 
ceum profession."

The college maintains breeding 
animals of practically all of the class- 
es of farm animals, but not In suffi- 
cient numbers or types to furnish h 
complete list of animals upon which 
to practice Judging. 

Hence visits must be made to 
farms where the sole business of the 
farm is the raising of a particular 
class or type of animals. 

In making these trips the members 
of the team not only lose the time 
from their other college work, but 
they also have to bear their own 
expense, thereby makjng a doulil" 
toll upon the student.

Frperiment .Station Has Made Feed* 
in* Ex peri meats. 

The College Experiment Station 
has recently issued a bulletin on the 
value or Sorghum crops as silage, 
with particular reference to feeding 
experiments with dairy cattle. 

The experiments have shown sev- 
eral popular beliefs to .lie in error, 
and establishes the relative merits 
or several dleff rent crops In this lino. 

It ha hitherto been believed that 
sweci sorghum, commonly called 
cane, was more acid than other crops 
and won id become sour and unfit for 
feed. This has been disproved <t>y the 
iVPiHiiK experiments, and by chemical 
analysis. 

Two of the members of the chemis- 
try departraont made the analysis on 
samples of silage of different kinds, 
taken from different types of silos. 

The acidity of Kaflr corn .taken 
front the wooden stave silo, was 
round to be about one and five tenths 
per cent. The acidity of cane, taken 
from the same type of silo, was 
found to be almost the same. On tho 
other hand, the acidity of corn silage, 
tbe sample being taken from a cem- 
ent silo, supposed to in some mess- 
urn neutralize the acidity of the si- 
lage, was found to be nearly one half 
of one per cent greater. The expla- 
nation is found In the difference In 
the time of putting up the silage. 
Cane or kafjr com silage should not 
he cut as early as corn silage, as It 
contains too F"tch moisture at that 
time, and w| : result in a sour silage. 

The bulletin states that the silage 
should not be cut until the seed u 
mat n re, even If It does not not ma- 
ture until after frost has reached It. 
The time Of cutting Is all Important.

IS EMPLOYED BY ASSOCIATED 
CHARITIES IN JACKSON- 
VILLE, FLORIDA. 

Another of the graduates of K. 3 
A. C. has reported his success in his 
chosen life work, from Jacksonville 
Fla.. this time. The latest is from 
Walter O. Crtswell, '12, now the 
"Homeless Man Agent of Associated 
Charities." of 'Jacksonville, Fla. 

Mr. Criswell has recently publish 
ed a halt-page article in The Metrop- 
olis, of Jacksonville, on bis work in 
that city. 

The article starts with a short 
account of the "Free Masonry" ex- 
isting among the hoboes who wander 
the country, and make the southern 
states their headquarters during the 
winter months. 

The "boes" have a language all 
their own. and are capable of carry- 
ing on a conversation totally unintell 
glble to the layman. Mr. Criswell 
tells of the organization, and some of 
the methods by which the victims 
of the Wanderlust are able to get a 
meal, or, easier still a drink, when 
they are <busted, and "carrying the 
banner," or wandering without a bed 
or the means of getting one in the 
"drag," or street. 

Mr. Criswell gives a letter from 
one of the men he has been Instru- 
mental In saving from a life of des- 
pair, a drunkard and bum /of the 
woiwt type. 

The letter gives the names of the 
saloons and drugstores where he was 
able to get the "lion's roar" or the 
strong whisky which he craved, and 
the devices to which he resorted in 
his endeavor to obtain the means of 
quenching that craving. He tells 
of the horrors of the delirium tre- 
mens, to which a life of drink and 
exposure brought htm, and of the 
means employed in his salvation. 

He pays tribute to Mr, Criswell as 
-the man who drew him from the 
depths of his degradation, and made 
him wtntt he now is, a man honored 
of his fellows, Influential and pros- 
perous. 

The article, as a revelation of the 
ntniorworld, Is unique, and well 
worth the time of reading. 

Mr. Criswell finished a large part 
of the senior work of the general 
science course, in absentia, white 
taking work In the St. Louis School 
of Social Science, under the Super- 
vision of Dr. Riley, bead of that 
school and one of the most promi- 
nent sociologists of the United 
States. 

After graduating at K. S. A. C, 
Mr. Criswell at once accepted a po- 
sition with the Associated charities 
of Jacksonville, where hi3 work has 
iret with signal success and appro- 
tmtlon from the highest authorities 
in the work. 

Mr. Cris well's interest in sociolog- 
ical work was aroused in the work 
in economics a ad sociology, here, 
under the course taught by Professor 
Kammeyer. His work here was 
characterized by a seriousness and 
steadiness of purpose seldom excell- 
ed. 

He was married last summer to 
a young lady of St. Louis, whom he 
met while lu school at that place.

PLAN AM OUTDOOR TRACK FOR 

PRACTICE THIS FALL— DRAIN 

THE 9TRAIGHT-A-WAY. 

Coach Low man Intends to start 
work on the athletic field as soon as 
he returns fro mthe Texas trip, pro- 
viding, of course that the weather 
continues suitable. It is the Inten- 
tion of the coach to excavate and 
fill In for the running track and put 
in the cinders for a permanant track 
this fall. A bed nine inches deep 
will be excavated and filled with 
crushed cinders and allowed to set- 
tle until spring before the upper 
coating of the cinders Is applied. 

The etralght-a-way Is located In a 
very poor place. The stretch in 
front of the grand stand has never 
been up to the standard on account 
of the Impossibility of having sun- 
light enough on It to dry it out satis- 
factorily. It is probable that a drain 
will be arranged beneath this part 
of the track In order that all water 
may be carried off Immediately after 
it falls. Coach Low man Intends to 
put in a 120 yard straight -a- way and 
maintain the original size of the 
quarter-mile track when It is relald. 

An out-door board track will be 
built this fall for training purposes. 
This track will be a four- lane 60 yard 
atralght-a-way. Coach Lowman said 
before leaving on the Texas trip, that 
he had not definitely decided where 
this woul be place ibut that It would 
be built close to Nichols. A cinder 
pit and a board floor take-off will 
also be arranged for the shot put- 
ters, for their out-door workoutH. 
These arrangements are necessary to 
meet the demand for a track on 
which the runners may use short 
spikes an in most of the indoor meets 
in which the Aggies will figure this 
winter, board tracks are used and 
Coach Merner wishes to enter his B. 
V. D, squad In as fine fettle as pos- 
sible..

Pres. Nicholas Butler of Columbia

New York, Nov. 9. — "The real test 
and measure of a university's effi- 
ciency are not the number of stu- 
dents enrolled, the size of. Its endow- 
ment, or the magnificence of Its phys- 
ical equipment," President Nicholas 
Murray Butler, of Columbia univer- 
sity, says In his annual report to tbe 
trustees, made public today. "Tbe 
true test and measure are to be 
found In the productive scholarship 
of the university's teachers and In 
the quality of the men and women 
who go out with the stamp or the 
university's approval upon them." . 

President Butler makes this state- 
ment in calling attention to press 
statements that Columbia, Is entitled, 
because of its size, to claim prece- 
dence over other Institutions at home 
and abroad. There are 13,120 stu- 
dents enrolled in all classes, yet with- 
in the university no feeling prevails 
such as that described, Dr. Butler as* 
serts, adding:

Highway Engineer to Fight Injunc- 
tion Salt. 

The state will aid W. S. Gear- 
hart. state highway engineer. In his 
fight against tbe injunction suit 
brought by Daniel B. Luten, of In- 
dianapolis. 

John S. Dawson, attorney general, 
announced yesterday that hia depart- 
ments would handle the case for 
Mr. Gearhart. 

Luten ibrought tbe suit to prevent 
alleged patent Infringements In the 
plans for a bridge at Newton. 

In 1 ..u ten's Injunction proceedings 
he claims that Geariiart Infringed 
his patent rights In 128 instances. 
Mr. Gearhart and the state officiate 
contend that If Luten's suit is allow- 
ed it practically would be impossi- 
ble to construct or plan a bridge In 
Kansas without paying a royalty to 
Luten's companies. 

It Is probable that one contention 
which the state will make la that 
the Luten companies practically are 
a trust, In violation of the state and 
national laws. According to Mr. 
Gearhart the state will try to prove 
also that a number of other compan- 
ies In the state are operating in vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws ihy com- 
bining In restraint of trade. 

The case will be heard in the fed- 
eral court at Wichita, November 28.

After a deliberation of two min- 
utes, the Jury, in the sensational per- 
simmon scandal trial, brought in a 
verdict of not guilty. As the trial 
progressed It iieeame evident that 
Mike has been the victim of a cun- 
nliiKly devised plot. C. Roy Jaccord 
was named at being at the bottom of 
;he whole thing. He and other con- 
spirators, who would profit If Mike 
was put out of the way. were scored 
by Attorney Curry. When Mike 
ixik the witness stand in his own de- 
Tense lie was met with a round of 
upplause by the audience, which was 
libiiuly In sympathy with the defense, ' 

Three thousand -persons were pack- 
■J into the court room at 7:80 last 
'Vcutng, when Ihe trial bgean. The 
Jury as finally selected »'** composed 
if Wallers. Searson. King. Dean, 
liaiiimeyer. t'ortelyou. Ton rail, Rod- 
■;ers. Johnson, HIce, Williams, and 
Meade. ShcrifT Fowler and several 
ileimlles made a sensational entrance 
v.ith ihe prisoner, and the trial was 
ii. ' 

The prosecution called Heseaklah 
lirceuapple, a Janitor boy. to the wit- 
ness stand. Greenapple identified a 
Inoihmurked persimmon as one that 
his girl nit into one day last summer. 
He testified that he had been watch- 
ing that persimmon, for aentimeAtal 
■-casuns. and that it disappeared from 
he tree October 15. Susan Slngte- 
lieart said that Mike gave her per- 
simmons. Professor Socrates Raw- 
iuiis, i be persimmon specialist, was 
able tu i el] which was ihe persim- 
.iKin, when be was shown a encoanut, 
u If moil, and a persimmon. He then 
testified that the persimmons shown 
vera of ihe variety grown on the col- 
'i-gc campus. 

Ilr. Mandrake Dose, of Ihe Jay Raw 
lorn Plaster, advocated the univer- 
sal use of his celebrated remedy. 
While on his way to sell Dean Jar- 
(lluo some of bis justly famous plaa- 
lers he saw an Irishman In a tree

The defense then took a hand in

iross examination of the prosecutlo.i 
I It bout flinching. 

The attorneys Tor the prosecution 
smd defense then closed with floods 
Of oratory. They made their Im- 
passioned appeals to the Jury with 
i piling effect. While the iirosecutlon 
•midc their pleas the defendant was 
visibly perturbed. Once he removed 
,ii coat In his excitement, and the 
next moment he sat wfla bowed head. 

Mikes spirits rose during the 
masterly summing up of the defense. 
IIU confidence was restored as be 
sgiv the jury wipe tears from their 
eyes. Judge Harris then gave hi* 
imtruntons to the jury and they re- 
tired but returned In less than two 
minutes and rendered a verdict of 
not fiiillty.

Because tbe time of tb e annual 
election of tbe officers and staff of 
the Kansas Aggie Is drawing near the 
constitution la printed In full. Be 
Bure to save tbls Issue for future ref- 
erence. 

Article I. . 

Name. — The name of the paper 
published by tbe students of the 
Kansas State Agricultural College 
shall be The Kansas Aggie, 
Article II. 

Purpose. — The purpose of this 
paper shall be to truly represent the 
entire student oily of tbe college 
and shall not be controlled by or pub- 
lished in the interests of any partic- 
ular faction of said student body. 
Article HI. 

Stockholders. — Sec. 1. Only stu- 
dents regularly enrolled In the col- 
lege may become stockholders. Any 
regularly enrolled student shall, on 
tbe payment of $1, become a stock- 
holder for one year and entitled to 
vote at every election during that 
period, providing that on leaving col- 
lege he relinquishes the right to 
vote at every election while absent 
from college. 

Kit. 2. Every stockholder shall.

per for one year. 

Sec. ". Stock ahal Ibe non-trans- 
ferable. • 

Sec. 4. All stockholders of 111 - 
Herald Publishing company, who 
shall have purchased stock prevous 
to the college year beginning Sept^ 
20. 1912, shall be considered bona 
fide stockholders in The Kansas 
Aggie until a year from the date of 
the adoption of this constitution and 
shall receive the paper for a year 
from the date of the adoption of this 
constitution, whether In college or 
not. 

Sec. S. All stock holders of the 
Herald Publishing Company who 
shall have, purchased stock in the 
Herald Publishing Company in the 
college year beginning September 30.

WASHBURN SCORED SIX FIRST 



Aggie* Came Hack Strong With IJne 

PungeH and Several Long End 

Huns. 



Tlic Aggies played their final 
Thanksgiving Day football game In 
Topeka last Thursday when iliev lied 
with the Washburn eleven 6 to 6, on 
Washburn field. A ruling In the 
Missouri Valley conference bars 
Thanksgiving Day gamed but owing 
to a contract with Washburn this 
game was permitted by the Valley 
committee. It is not known as to 
whether the Blue will be met next 
season or not but it Is certain that 
the game will not be played on Tur- 
key Day unlets the Valley ruling Is 
suspended. 

Beats for Washburn and Hartwig 
(or tbe Aggies negotiated the scoria. 
Bonis entered the game following the 
injury or Chamberlain in the fourth 
period and reeled off a 40 yard sain 
from mldfleld on his first play. A 
successful pass netting the Topeka 
eleven two yards was followed by a 
dash around right end by Beals and 
the Topeka score. Captain Rogers 
useurped Torbert's right to kick the 
additional point and failed miser- 
ably. 

The Aggies spurred on by the sting 
of a possible defeat instituted a 
march out of their own territory and 
to the 10 yard line of the enemy. At 
this stage of the game Hauoke was 
injured and replaced by Hartwig. 
II art wig buckled down to the situ- 
ation and plunged through the Wash- 
burn defense even better than had 
the powerful Haucke. Three succes- 
sive plays by Hartwig put the ball on 
the Washburn eleven's 20 yard lino 
where Dresser called Hartwig throng 
for a fourth mite. Into the hole 
shot the flying Hartwig and a second 
latter out of the hole shot the elusive 
oval, but Dresser was following the 
play well and gathered in the ball 
and raced to the enemies' eight yard 
line before being downed. Three 
more shots a-la-Hartwlg and the Ag- 
gies had six points to their credit anl 
defest was staved off until another 
day. "Red Agnew missed his try for 
the extra point. 

Tho open style game was relegated 
to the discard In this battle. On the 
line smashing game the Aggies best- 
ed tbe Blue 'by a goodly margin. The 
Washburn eleven used a tackle back 
line plunge with Captain Rogers as 
the goat. The failure of this play 
may be laid to the Inability of the 
Washburn Tor ward to open a hole 
In tbe Aggie line. Tackle swings 
and short end runs by Sldorfaky and 
CI eland proved good ground gainers 
for tbe Aggies, while Haucke and 
Hartwig delivered the goods when It 
came to plunging through the Waah- 
flturn forwards. Beals, Chamberlain, 
and Bearg worked well around to the 
Aggies wings hut not as consistently 
as did the Aggie backs. 

The first three periods or the strug- 
gle were fought on even terms. Tha 
Aggies lost continually from offsides 
play while the Topeka eleven through 
their captain donated the Aggies sev- 
eral goodly gains which In the third 
period looked like an Aggie score 
but fl axled la tbe crucial moment. 
Poor tackling was the chief objection 
to the Lowman eleven. Time after 
time the Washburn player would 
dra the Aggies yards In to their own 
territory following an eye-brow tack- 
le. On the other hand the Blue 
tacklers hit in shoe string style and 
usually threw the runner In his 
tracks. 

Tbe Summary. 

The Aggies won the toss and chose 
to defend the east goal. Trobert 
kicked off 46 yards to Agnew who 
returned 20. Haucke failed and 
Marble tore off 8 yards. Haucke 
inane first down and Agnew failed. 
Washburn added five jars for offsides 
and Haucke hit the line for 7 Agnew 
went around left end for first downs 



and Kid slipped through the line for 
3. Haucke gained 3 and Dresser 
fumbled and recovered, Agnew 
tried a place kick from the 25 yard 
tine but kick was blocked and Agnew 
recovered on Washburn's 45 yard 
line. Agnew made one around left 
end and the Aggies were penalized 
15 for holding. Sid made IS yards 
around the right end and Haucke hit 
the Washburn defense for 4. Wash- 
burn added S for offsides and Dress- 
er was thrown for a 6 yard loss. Sid 
and Agnew made two apiece around 
tbe ends and Agnew missed a 46 vard 
place kick when the ball failed to 
clear the bar by inches. 

Washburn played the ball on her 
20 yard line and the Aggies donated 
1 5 yards on three successive offsides 
plays. Rogers made 5 on a tackle 
play and Washburn lost 15 yards for 
holding. 'Chamberlain made 3 around 
left end & * Bearg repeated for 25 
yards. Bearg gained 4 around right 
end and McNeish hit for 3 through 
center. Bearg was thrown for no 
gain and Rogers made first down. 
WaBhburn made seven yards on three 
plays and passed to Dresser on the 
Aggies' 17 yard line. Agnew. Mar- 
ble, and Haucke gained first down 
and Dresser and Washburn penalty 
for offsides play produced the magic 
first and ten. Marble lacked Inches 
of making first down on the next 
play and Agnew completed the dis- 
tance with room to spare. Marble 
reeled off :. yards more but the Ag- 
gies were set back 1 5 for holding and 
Sid made 22 around right end on tbe 
next play. Agnew and Burk argued 
and lost 10 yards and Mlarble came 
back 4 on a tackle swing. Haucke 
lugged the ova) to the Aggies' 36 
yard line as the whistle ended the 
period. Score Aggies Washburn 0. 
Second Quarter. 

Agnew's punt fizzled and Wash- 
burn took the ball on the Aggies' 45 
yard line. The Washburnltes car- 
ried the ball to the Aggies' 20 yard 
line but Rogers fumbled snd lost IS 
yards. McNeish passed to Dresser 
who lugged the oval to the Aggies' 
20 yard line. The Lowman crew 
made first downs once and were 
forced to punt on the second dis- 
tance, Agnew kicking to the Wash- 
Murn team's 45 yard line to no re- 
turn. Root replaced Moss and Bearg 
lost ground. Washburn could not 
gain and kicked 40 to Dresser who 
came back 15. Sid, Marble and a 
Washburn offsides gave the Aggies 
first and ten. Haucke, Dresser , and 
Sid lost ground and Agnew kicked 
20 yards to no return. McNeish 
passed to Marble on tbe Aggies' 35 
yard line. The Aggies tried a pass 
and failed and were forced to kick 
40 yards to McNeish who returnel 
5. Washburn worked the iiall to tbe 
Aggies' 36 yard line and Trobert 
missed a 25 yard place kick a mile. 
The half ending with no scores for 
either team. 

Third Quarter. 

Agnew kicked off 46 yards to 
Rogers who returned 10. Wash- 
burn failed to gain and also lost 16 
yards for holding and Trobert kick- 
ed 45 yards to Dresser who retuned 
7. Mable and Haucke made the dis- 
tance and the Aggies lost 15 yards 
on a penalty. Agnew was forced to 
punt 45 yards to McNeish who re- 
turned 10. On the first play Wash- 
burn fumlbled to But-kholder on the 
Washburn 43 yard line and Marble 
made 5 but both sides were offside 
and the play was called back. The 
Aggies marched toward the Wash- 
iburn goal with Haucke. and Marbie 
doing the brunt of the work. Agnew 
passed from tbe 15 yard line to 
Washburn player but the Topekans 
were offside and the ball went back 
to the Aggies, and Haucke hit the 
line for 6 more. Haucke hit twice 
more putting the ball on the Ave yard 
line. Haymaker replaced Dresser 
and Marible was called around right 
end but was downed on the three 
yard line losing the ball to the Blue. 
Trobert kicked out from behind his 
goal line to Haymaker on Wash 
burn's 45 yard line.

State. 



Now that the 1913 football season 
Is closed and there Is a few weeks 
rest before the basketball season 
opens, the question of "who's who 
and why" in the Kansas conference 
will receive careful consideration. 
There are three teams. K. S. A. C . 
Washburn, and the C. of E., at the 
top of the K. I. A. A. pile and each 
one of them has Its supporters. 
Southwestern started out like a house 
afire and galloped over the first four 
hurdles in Its schedule in whirlwind 
style. The Normals proved the un- 
doing of the Wfnfteld lads and 
Thanksgiving Day the Moundhulldors 
further decreased their percentage in 
the estimation column when they 
failed to defeat the Pittsburgh Nor- 
mals. 

Baker played well until she hit 
some of the real teams in the 
Conference and then kerplunk went 
the Baldwin City team. Today It 
lohks as though the contest narrows 
to the College of Emporia eleven. 
The C. of E. tied up with the 
Washburn eleven on a zero to zero 
count and defeated the BakeritBs 
and Emporia Normals handily. This 
places the Granger team high In the 
ranks of tbe Kansas teams although 
they did not play the Aggies. 

Washburn played the St. Marys, 
College of Emporia, Bmporia Normal. 
snd Aggie elevens and defeated the 
Normals and the St. Marys Irish !>y 
goodly scores hut lacked the punch 
to defeat either of the other two K. I 
A. A. A. teams. Now, as' fo rthe bst- 
tle with the Lowman team In Topeka 
last Thursday, little could he said 
for the worth of the Topeka football 
team. Football was out o fthe ques- 
tion in that game. There was about 
ir, minutes of real football in that 
whole game. Penalties marred the 
affair and little knowledge of the 
strength of either team could be gain- 
ed from the manner In which the two 
teams battled. 

The Kansas Conference has a 
peculiar manner of selecting cham- 
pionship teams In major sport. Win- 
ners of the high honors are reckon- 
ed on a percentage basis. According 
lo this method of calculation, the Ag- 
gies lost their claim on state honors

when the permitted the Southwestern 
aggregation to humhle them In the 
curtain raiser of the local season. 
In atonement for this defeat the Ag- 
gies walloped the State Normals 33 
to on a muddy field a few weeks 
later and the Normals In turn smear- 
ed defeat on the Southwestern Isds 
at Emporia, Now according to com- 
parative score tbe Aggies were put 
back Into tbe running when the 
Normals squelched the Wlntleld elev- 
en, but on tbe other hand according 
to slip-stick computation It merely 
boosted the Normals one game and 
lowered the South westerners to the 
Aggies basis. 

It Is hardly permlssahle to elimin- 
ate either the Washburn or the Man- 
hattan eleven when the real facts of 
the litl season are reckoned with. 
Had tbe College of Emporia or South- 
western, or Baker or any of the 
othe Kansas conference teams, faced 
either the icbabods or the Lowman- 
Ites Thanksgiving Day It is almost 
certain that they wocld have gone 
down to Ignominious defeat. Wash- 
bun and the Aggies played one of the 
hardest football games that has been 
staged In the middle west this f?ll 
Neither of the teams showed a mark- 
ed depreciation from their play of 
1912. Coach Grey has built up a 
wonderful machine To rthe Blue and 
the absence of tbeir 1912 stars was 
hardly noticeable. 

Figuring state championships on a 
percentage basis is unsatisfactory In 
that erary team" in the conference 
does not play every other team. It 
Is very possible that a school may ho 
through a carefully arranged sched- 
ule with a poor team and defeat a 
picked number of the smaller 
schools In the conference. On the 
other hand a team, such as the Low 
man crew, 1b forced to play a heavy 
schedule, one that may mean person- 
al Injury to the team and thereby 
lose or cause the loss of games wlfi 
the schools In the Kansas circle. 
Still there Is plenty of argument both 
ways for If a conference eleven 
wades through Its schedule success- 
fully and flatly goes down to defeat 
before a heavier and more experi- 
enced eleven, <by the elimination 
method of reckoning champions, it 
Is out of the running, while on the 
other hand if the play is on a per- 
centage basis an over balanced wii 
column will more than offset the loss 
of one game. 

Whether this percentage method 
is right or not Is always a cause of 
much debate. A team may play 
through a schedule and lose one 
game and that one by an overwhelm- 
ing score. Hard luck may lose tliB 
game tout that all goes in football and 
the winning team Is generally con- 
ceeded the >l>etter. Thus It Is that 
the Kansas conference title Is up In 
the air this season. No team has 
gone through the season without de- 
feat excepting the College of Bmporin 
eleven. By comparison of the Hes- 
kell-C. of E. and Haskell-State 
Normal scores, the Granger Twisters 
would be completely eliminated from 
any talk or the stale honours. But, 
we are Informed that the K. I. A. A.

Seventeen of K. 8. A. C% beat In- 
structors are to take part in the 
short course which la now In session 
at the Hays Normal. The course 
will be In session from Dec ember 1 
to 20, and K. S. A. C. professors will 
furnish the major portion rff the 
work. 

The course was opened by speech- 
es by Governor Hodges and Presi- 
dent Waters, Monday, and a big re- 
ception was held Monday evening. 
The instruction Will be chiefly In the 
form of lectures but there will be 
also some practical wort In black- 
smlthtng, woodwork, sewing, cook- 
ing, and drawing. 

Athletics will receive a part of the 
time, and classes will be formed for 
the boys and girls. A military com- 
pany is to be organised. 

Boys' and girls' cluba and homo 
reading societies will be formed as 
permanent organizations to meet on 
regular nights. The professors who 
will attend the short course from 
here are: Professor Fits, milling 
Industry; Professor Reed, dairying; 
Professor Johnson, engineering: 
Dean Jardlne, crops; Professor Call, 
soils; Dr. Burt, veterinary; Profes- 
sor Dickens, horticulture; Professor 
Llpplncott, poultry; Professor Cocb- 
el, animal husbandry; Dean Van 
Zlle, home science; Miss Holman, 
home art; Mlas Dow, home science;

The hash- house fans are npw dli 
cussing tue merits of "football ' 
dope." By bootball dope Is general- 
ly meant the process of elimination 
of football aggregations via the com- 
parative scores route. Comparative 
scores sometimes give indications of 
the direction of the wind and more 
often fall entirely. For instance: 
A football team may lose to another 
combination of players by a decisive 
score, say by SO points, in a case 
like this comparatively, the losing 
eleven is clearly outclassed and could 
not have won the battle under any' 
pi re urn stances of reversed luck. On 
I the other hand, a seven point defeat 
very often falls to measure the exact 
strength o fthe team that Is on the' 

losing end. 
■ 
A football team may use a series 

: of plays that are perfect are ground I 
gainers on a dry field and that again j 
| may fait absolutely on a wet soggy ] 
gridiron. Such proved to be the cose 
with the Kansas team this last past 
season. The famous Minnesota shift 
worked to perfection against the Ag- 
gies on a dry hard field, while at 
Lawrence against the Nebraska elev- 
en and on a mushy gridiron, the shift 
was a hopeless failure. Kansas had 
one of the most powerful physical 
combinations that has ever blossom- 
ed forth in the intd-west and yet 
due to one scries of plays that were . 
not good under ail climatic condi- 
tions, lost games that meant the 
championship of the Valley. 

The element of luck must he re- 
ckoned with In all football contests, 
fhe recovery of ..fumbles. Is one of 
the most essential principles of foot'* 
ball. A fast eleven .that follows the 
ball well naturally takes advantage 
of many openings of this sport. 
Against the Blue at Topeka, last 
Thanksgiving day, the Aggies fairly 
swam in luck, In this department ol 
the same if such playing can be call- 
ed luck. The recovery of McNelsh'e 
fumble, on the Washburn 40 yard 
line in the fourth quarter, by 
Wehrle, paved the way to the Ag- 
gies" score. Of course It was un- 
lucky on the part of the Washburn 
pilot to fumble at that critical mo- 
ment but as to whether It was luck 
that caused the big. Aggie guard to 
recover. Is another matter. 

Now figuring in all of the luck 
and the comparative scores that one 
can compile, Washburn has a nut 
claim on state championship honor. 
this season. St. Marys claims that 
luek snatched the C. of E. game from 
the Quigley crew aud gave the game 
to the Emporia Twisters. All good 
and well, but Is not this little old 
element of luck one of the necessary 
essentials of any contest? It was 
probably very lucky tor the South- 
western players that Agnew was 
benched and that the Aggies were 
set back half the distance to their 
goal. And also it might have been 
luck that caused Pete Hell to gather 
up a loose ball in that K. F.-Aggis 
contest in 1011 and run for a touoh- 
down. Credit has to be given the 
player that follows the oval well 
enough to recognize the knock of 
opportunity and profit thereby. 

Bare football dope Is a great 
falsifier. The recent Army-Navy 
battle was one of the most noticeable 
Instances of this sort of thing. Very 
little money changed hands on the 
outcome of that gamef or the simple 
reason that no one was willing to 
assume the risk that the Army had 
even an outside chance to win. -The 
Army won that battle royal and 
football was not the direct cause of 
winning. The Army Mule proved a 
better tlgther than did the Navy 
Coat and this was the primary cause 
of the defeat of the Annapolis ads 
Football was thrown to the winds 
according to reports of the game 
and the contest developed into 
individual fight. Of course the re- 
cords show that the forward pass 
was Instrumental in the defeat of 
the Navy, but Is the aerial flip, foot- 
ball? • . , 

Of course, under the rjales told 

down by the rules committee the

tural collegee Instead of spending 
tlieler time and summer earnings In 
own Thp farm baud who "wlnterr," 
ti town will spend more money than 
it would cost him for tuition, board 
md books In the ten weeks' short 
course. 

J. tl. Miller, dean of the division 
if college extension at the agricult- 
ural college, makes these state- 
ment* In a pamphlet that will he 
mailed soon, describing the plan* 
made to care for several hundred 
farm 'hoys who are expected at the 
college In January. 

"Farm boys usually do not have 
much capital In money," says Mr. 
Miller. "The actual time of a Kaa- 
sus farm boy from January I to 
March 18 — the time of the short 
■mi i, -if — 1* not to be rated very high 
in the world's estimate of •valuea. 
Hut ten weeks spent In the farmers' 
short course may be worth a fortune, 
reckoucd by- the possibilities. Can 
you think of a possible way of iuk- 
inp your time pay you a bigger wage* 

"Then there Is the young mafrled 
man with a home and stock, 4tut with 
a limited knowledge of scientific ag- 
riculture. He could well afford to 
hire help at home and attend the 
■ liort course for ten weeks, or at 
least for eight weeks. It would be 
a better Investment than bank stock, 

"If you are seventeen years old, 
you rare eligible to enter The coiree 
Is Intended primarily for young men 
between the age* of seventeen aucf 
thirty, although young men of seven- 
ty-seven are just lis welcome to par- 
tlike nf its advantages. Necesserlly, 
In a short eourse everything Is in- 
tensely practical. Not a minute la 
wasled. in the first year all stu- 
dents nre required to take crop pro- 
duel Inn. live-stock production, poul- 
try, and woodwork. Breeding and 
feeding of live stock, live stock ianl- 
tnllon, soil studies, plant studies, and 
lilacksml thing are the most Import- 
ant features of the second year's 
work. In two college terms of ten 
weeks each, a farmer or his son — or 
the hired man - can almost perfect 
himself In an yof these subjects, •

College of I :in|Hjrj» und Southwestern 

Are In First Place— Waidiburn 

Took Third Honor*. 



Athletic relations between Ihc [(al- 
ong Aggies and Baker t'nlverslly 
have been resumed and It In prob- 
able that th« Raker basketball five 
will be Mf<pn In action on the Nichols 
court In the parly part at the season. 
It Ih also probable that the Baker 
track runners wll Imeet the Mernr.r 
men on the Aggies' floor In an Indoor 
meet sometime during the winter. 

Coach Low man attended the meet- 
Inn of the Kansas Conference coach e« 
at Empnrla last Saturday and While 
there discussed the Baker difficulties 
with Coach Gallagher of the Baldwin 
City institution. Conch Gallagher 
conceeded the 191 3 basketball cham- 
plonithlp to Coach Lowman'M agre- 
gallon, an the Aggies, although gen- 
erally considered tied with the Baker- 
Iten for the high honors, really 1 carri- 
ed the edge on the Baldwin lads in 
eligibility matters. The resumption 
of athletic ties with the Methodists 
la a happy occurence as they are al» 
ways a good drawing card in the local 
field. 

Saturday's meeting of the heads 
of the K. I. A, A. was one of the 
most interest in k in the History of tl*n 
association. Coach Low man handed 
In the resignation of the Kanau Ag- 
ile* from the Kansas circle early in 
the meeting and it was f ccepted. The 
withdrawal of the Aggies caused lit- 
tle discussion as rom pared with the 
fight staged by the Normals which 
terminated in their withdrawal. 

The difficulty with the Crispen ag- 
gregation aroae over the awarding 
of the state championship to the Col- 
lege of Emporia and Southwestern 
and the ranking of the Washiburnites 
third. The State Normals defeated 
the Southwestern lads 28 to 10 on 
the Normal field this fall and the 
Winfield mentors protested the re- 
sult on the grounds that the Normals 
had played men who were Ineligible 
under the prevailing K. I. A. A. ruled 
regarding freshmen. 

At the meeting of the mentors of 
the K. I. A. A. last spring at Tdpeka, 
following the state meet, it was de- 
cided that the Normals be permitted 
to play men who were regularly en- 
rolled In the summer session of that 
Rchool. The summer sessions holds 
for ten weeks and gives practically 
the same amount of work as la done 
lb one of the regular winter terms. 
This amendment was ruled through 
•he Conference committee as a special 
privilege for the Normals, but was 
protested last Saturday by the Win- 
field people on the grounds that it 
had not been posted 30 daya previous 
to the opening of the season. 

The regular ruling of the Kansas 
Conference holds that schools 
with enrollments B reater than GOO 
shall be prohibited from playing 
freshmen. This rule hits the Nor- 
'minis particularly, aa their enrollment 
Is for the nfoet part composed of wo- 
men. It was to overcome this diffi- 
culty that the privileged motion *i.- 
put through In favor of the Normals. 
The withdrawal of the Normals Wilt 
hinder the Aggies from further ath- 
letic relations with that school aa it 
la required iljy the Missouri Valley 
that all memjbers competing wltn 
schools outalde the Valley circle shall 
compete with schools that are mem- 
bers of some other athletic confer- 
ence.

The Gth of January. 1914, will 
see the opening of the fourteenth 
short course offered to farmers ami 
their sons by the Kansas Stale Agri- 
cultural College. The course will 
hold uutll March IS. This course 
has been a regular part of the college 
activities since tfift!*. and the Home 
Economics short course antedates 
it by two years. 

The object of the course is to of- 
fer Instruction to farm boys and men 
unable to take advantage of the 
longer courses offered in the regular 
work, either through lack of monuy, 
time, or preparation. The entrance 
requirement does not Include a hlgu 
school education, nor the credits 
equivalent to It. 

Many of the men who take the 
course are older than the average 
college student, and are attempting 
to make up, by late training, tbe la.-U 
or other opportunities. Many of 
them do not remain for the entire 
course, limiting their stay to from 
four to six weeks. The course U 
especially designed to meet the im- 
mediate, practical, or this class of 
men. it wilt be made up from '.h- 
subjects which will give the imme- 
diate returns in value for the tlma 
expended. The subjects offered 
cover the things which every farmer 
nseds to* know. The comtilelo <our-w> 
covers two years. 

In the first year are taught: Crop 
Production, Live Slock Feeding and 
Marketing. Hortfcultury and Fores- 
try. Dairying, (a special course In 
dairying Ik offered, 1 Farm Mechan- 
ics. Poultry and Woodwork. In tu 
second year the work Includes: 
| Animal Breeding, Live Stock Sant- 
j tntlon. Forage Crops, Agricultual 
I Botany, Soils, Dairying. Horticul- 
ture, Insects and Spraying, and 
Blacksmith lng. The Creamery course 
includes Creamery management. 
Creamery Butter Making, Cheese end 
Ice Cream Making. Dairy Mechanics 
and Refrigeration, Judging Dairy 
Products, and Crop Production. 

The work is carried on almost 
wholly 'by laboratory and lecture 
methods. The first year people are 
not devlded up into classes, but will 
I be given the use of the old Chapel,, 
j where they will listen to the lecturs 
i In a body. Their laboratory worit 
| will, of coure, necessitate their being 
assigned to sections, exactly as the 
regular students. It Is a signlfieaat 
' fact that the college thinks so mud 
( of the Short Course that, the lec- 
tures will be give almost all togeth- 
er by the heads of the departments 
under which the work Is done. It 
is the desire of those In charge to 
I concentrate as much teaching as 
nosalble Into the terra wblch may 
mean so much to some one without 
the oportunity to take the regular 
four-year course.

"a ten weeks Institute.'' The courae 

wll] bear a decided resemblance, in 

i many of in features, to the Institute.

(purpose. Monthly meetings will he 
held and papers presented, dealing 
with some subject of agronomic tu- 
tu rest. These papers will treat 
largely of results obtained In the 
various Investigations conducted at 
the college. 

The following officers were elect- 
ed: President, Dean W. M. Jardlue: 
secretary-treasurer, C. C. Cunning- 
bam. 

The American Society of Agrono- 
my Is a national organization that 
h.i s been In existence since 1907. The 
object of this society is to increase 
and disseminate knowledge concern- 
ing soils and crops and the conditions 
affecting them. 

Persons engaged In teaching ag- 
ronomy or in scientific investigation 
in some 'branch of- Agronomy are 
eligible for membership. Persons in- 
terested In the object of the society 
and who are not eligible for active 
membership may become associate 
members and be entitled to all the 
privileges of the society except that 
of voting. Annual meetings are 
held, the proceedings of which are 
published in book form. A quarterly 
magazine is now being Issued. Mem- 
bers are entitled 'to all publications 
of the society. Since these publica- 
tions are one of the 'best sources of 
results of recent Investigations In 
agronomy, it Is well worth while to 
become a member of the order to 
obtain them. The present member- 
ship of the society Is over one hun- 
dred and includes nearly all of the 
persons engaged In agronolc Investi- 
gations In the Agricultural ColIegM 
and Experiment stations and In the 
P. S. Department of Agriculture.

Will Again Be operated by the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College. 
The egg candling school for Kan- 
sas merchants Is to be established 
again next summer, according to the 
announced plans of the board of ad- 
ministration. These schools are held 
hi"' different towns, under the super- 
vision of the poultry department of 
the Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege, generally a three-day session nt 
each town. 

The scheme was tried, out in the 
summer of 1912 by the agricultural 
college, and proved very successful, 
four sessions of three days each being 
hold, with an attendance of 125.

Work Divined Into#Thr«* 

I tending. Intension and Col- 
lege Credit Courses. 

At this season the department of 
Correspondence courses of the Fx 
tension Division is making a special 
effort to reach those who may be In 
terested in their work. Many of the 
students will be unable to finish 
their year out* here. 

Some or the students will (he un- 
able to attend school during the win- 
ter term, and others will be fln [sit- 
ing with the regular work, but de- 
sirous of carry lug on further stud- 
ies In the future, and unable to "on- 
ttnue In school. The general "hard - 
times throughout Kansas the past 
year have made It difficult for many 
would-be students to attend, as they 
would like to, either In the Short 
Course or In the regular -work 
These facts point out plainly the 
need and opportunity for the cwr 
respondent study department to get 
In some very effective work during 
the Winter, nnd they nre making the 
most of It. 

The corespondenre courses are ar 
ranged to meet the needs of the peo 
I pie who cannot come to the college 
They are brief, concise and practlc 
jal. Arranged with a view to the re 
qulrements of many who will take 
them and who have never had any 
of the higher branches of education 
they are simple, easily comprehend 
The department has divided the 
courses It offers Into three types: the 
"reading courses", the "extension 
courses", and the "college credit 
courses." The first require no pre 
requisites, and consist or five as- 
signments with directions for study. 
The student furnishes his own text.) 
The courses are designed for the 
'busy person who wishes a quid:, 
working knowledge of the subject 
on huiid. The reading courses in 
elude: Alfalfa. Corn, Dry-Laud 
Farming.

yard as an adjunct to the modem, 
efficient Tarm. 

The -extension" courses are rath- 
er more exhaustive and thourough, 
requiring more time In their study, 
and yielding a correspondingly mors 
thorough knowledge of the subject 
taught. Like the reading courses 
they require- no prerequisite sub 
jects, and are adapted to the needs 
ii r any one with common school edu- 
cation who wishes to take them up. 
They include: Automobiles, Black- 
smithing, Carpentry and Building, 
Concrete Construction, Farm Build- 
ing, Farm Drainage, Farm Mechan- 
ics, Gasoline and Kerosine Traction 
Engines, Plane Surveying. Structural 
Engineering, Heating and Ventila- 
tion, Plumbing, Mechanical Draw- 
ing, Steam Traction Engines, Soils, 
Stock Feeding. Stock Breeding, Farm 
Dairying, Landscape Gardening, for 
Urn men, with Home Sanitation, 
Cooking, and Sewing for the women. 
Imperial emphasis Is ">etag laid on 
a course of Highway Construction, 
supplemented by courses In Survey- 
ing and In Roads and Paving. This 
course was prejared under the sup- ' 
ervlslon of State Highway Englnser i 
H. B. Walker for use In the depart- 
ment. 

The course Is "designed especial- 
ly for road officials, county engineers 
and surveyors, workers In concrete. 
Professor J. C. Werner, Director 
or the department of correspondence 
study says: "We are anxious to give 
to those who cannot come to the col- 
lege the same advantages and oppor- 
tunities ns nearly as possible as those 
who enjoy that privilege," The 
courses are all mapped out with the 
idea of giving the "man back on the 
farm" an equal chance, If he wishes 
to improve It, with the man at col- 
lege. 

The department has proved* Itself 
a remarkable success In the three 
years It has b«en in operation, and is 
serving a good purpose.

MILITARY TACTICS. 



To Qoellfy Om Mast Mat* ft Varsity 
or a IrnkMi Team— At CIom 

of Sanson Retarn to 
Drill. 



A new plan for allowing substi- 
tution for military drill ti to be tried 
out thin term. An Agreement to this 
effect was made recently by 
President Walters, Dean Wlllard, 
Coach Lowman, and Lieutenant Hill. 

According to a faculty ruling of last 
rear every atudent subject to military 
drill must take It for six term*. This 
la In compliance with the minimum 
requirement of the war department, 
and It ia Intended that thia stipulated 
requirement be met by the military 
department here. Plans to accom- 
plish thia are not completed. 

Under the new plan those subject to 
drill will be aaaigned to drill. Then 
those who qualify for varsity teams 
will be transferred from military drill 
to physical education and will remain 
In physical education until the close 
ot the season for the sport In which 
they engage. At the end of the season 
they will be transferred hack to drill. 
All requests for transfers must come 
from the pro feasor of physical educa- 
tion. At the end of the term a report 
must be sent to the registrar contain- 
ing a record of the work done in ath- 
letics and In drill, respectively, and 
stating the numher or weeks of each. 

Every student assigned to drill must 
provide himself with a uniform at the 
beginning of the term. In this way he 
will be ready to go back Into drill at 
once after leaving his work In phys- 
ical education. In case of leaving be- 
fore the end of the season, due to fail- 
ure to report regularly for practice, 
neglect of duty, or failure to make the 
team, the student must at once secure 
a transfer back to drill. 

No man may participate In more 
than two sports. He will receive credit 
from either or twth of the two depart- 
ments on the basis of the reports sent 
to the registrar. 

Thia plan systematizes the work of 
the two departments and makes for 
co-operation between them, and places 
the reports lo (he government on an 
open and "above board" basis. 



STS SCHOLARSHIP BEPOBT. 



Will FUbUah Grade* of All Orgeilia- 
tions Instead of Fraternities Alone. 
It haa been the practice for several 
years to observe closely the scholar- 
ship of the members of fraternities 
and sororities. This supervision la to 
be much broader. Non-fraternity men 
will be subjected to the same com- 
parisons. 

The Board of Administration has 
ordered the rank in scholarship of 
every fraternity, club, athletic team, 
and organization In every Institution 
of teaming In the state to be pub- 
lished. 

Athletic teams will be ranked ac- 
cording to scholarship of the squad 
as a whole. In this way some In- 
sight will be gained into the effect of 
athletics upon scholarship. 
Here la the order of the Board: 
"The Board of Administration 
made an order, afUi consulting 
with the heads of the various institu- 
tions, that a comparative study be 
made of the ranks attained by each 
of the clubs, fraternities, athletic 
teams and every other organisation 
end society In the different Institu- 
tions under Us control and that a 
report of same be made public at tht 
close of each school term, that the 
authorities and public may under- 
stand the effect of membership In the 
different organizations upon the schol- 
arship of the Individuals In the or- 
ganizations."

courses or direct Instruction at the 
College, a large number of correspon 
dence courses are provided. This fea 
tine of the college work Is designed 
more particularly to reach that class 
of young men and young women who 
are not able financially to take a 
course in a regular correspondence 
school, where the fees range from 
prolml.lv 12 j to I Hi". 

With the exception of the payment 
of a nominal Initiation fee, those of 
the Kansas young men and young 
women who avail themselves of th< 
opportunities afforded by Kansas State 
have not a cent more to pay. The 
small fee will not, as a rule, cover the 
expense of postage. 

The courses offered by the College 
are Intended to be of special Interest 
to the following classes of people: 

1. Boys and girts who have com 
pleted the common school course of 
study and who cannot at once attend 
high school or other preparatory 
school. 

2. Young men and women who may 
or may not have finished the common 
school course of study, or who may or 
may not have attended high school or 
other secondary school, but who feel 
that their "school days" are over and 
who have aspirations, not yet satisfied

5. Men who have been trying farm- 
ing on general lines, who have an In- 
terest In some special line of work, 
such as orcharding or dairying, and 
who want to turn their attention to 
that special line. 

6. Men on the farm u.sslrlng to be- 
come more familiar wl_i the airangn- 
ment of farm buildings, their loca- 
tion and construction; farm ma- 
chinery, including stationery steam 
and gasoline engines: steam and gaso- 
line tractors; farm blacksmlthlng;

Kansas State Is to follow the ex- 
ample of some of the larger educa- 
tional Institutions of* the Eaat A col- 
lege doctor who will have nothing to 
do but look after the health of tot 
students will be on the faculty. 

Dr. Roscoe T. Nichols, at present of 
Liberal. Kan., will come to the Col- 
lege and take up bis duties as college 
physician February 1. He will have 
an office in Anderson Hall. A trained 
nurse will be In attendance at all 
times. The doctor will have a com- 
plete equipment for the work, and will 
have every opportunity afforded a 
regular practitioner. 

in addition to the doctor's office in 
the main hall, President Waters stated 
It was the hope of the authorities to 
have a private hospital at the College, 
Tor the students, In the near future. 
Here the treatment of the students 
who require the services of a physi- 
cian may be accomplished In a far 
superior manner than possible at any 
boarding house or private home. "This 
course Is nothing unusual at the 
larger Institutions of the East," "Bid 
President Waters. "The doctor's du 
ties will be more to keep the atudenta 
well, than to cure them. He will 
watch over the general health of the 
College and prevent epidemics." 

Doctor Nichols, who will take the 
position of College physician, waa 
graduated from the College in 1899 
After graduating from this Institution, 
he studied medicine at Northwestern 
University, taking a degree of M. D 
at that place. At present he has a 
successful practice at Liberal, Kan.

Charles Oscar Swansjn, assistant 
professor or chemistry, has Just an- 
nounced the results of several expert- 
lments on silage which he has been 
making In the experiment station. 

The new Idea in the station Is the 
manufacture of silage from alfalfa. 
"The practical application of the In- 
formation derived," said Mr. Swan- 
son, "Is the opportunity of saving the 
f rat cutting ot alfalfa, which usually 
conies at a rainy time, and Is hard to 
cure, and the formation of a silaga 
crop when no other la available, in 
the spring before the ripening of the 
corn or kafir." 

The principal problem encountered 
was the poor keeping quality of the 
airalfa. Owing to the high nitrogen 
content of alfalfa, It la very difficult 
tc keep. The men who were experi- 
menting, began to look about for aome 
form of carton aceo us food which 
could be added to the alfalfa, and 
eliminate this fault. 

The work was begun last summer. 
Several samples of alfalfa were put 
in milk bottles, with varying propor- 
tions of rye, cut up as they would bo 
In an ensilage cutter, and other sam- 
ples mixed with various proportions 
of corn chop, were sealed up. They 
have been stored In the attic of the 
chemistry building for seven months 
The samples were opened and tested. 
recently, and the results show some 
Interesting data. 

The samples composed of two- 
thirds alfalfa and one-third rye, prov- 
ed to be a nutritive silage. They had 
kept remarkRhly well. This silage 
was fed to the dairy cows by O. E 
Reed, professor of dairying, and 
showed up as a very palatable ration. 
This le an Important feature. 

The alfalfa which had been mixed 
with corn chop In the ratio of nine 
parts alfalfa and one part of chop, 
proved to be an excellent ration for 
animals. Other proportions kept and 
made good silage, but the rations 
mentioned were the best. Pure alfalfa 
would not keep. 

"The dairyman may now plant rye 
Tor fall and spring pasture, cut It 
with his first crop of alfalfa, put it in 
the alio, plow up his ground, and 
plant another silage crop on the same 
land,*' said Mr. Swanson, "thus get- 
ting a double crop."

It la time the Col- 
lege was called the Kansas State Col- 
lege, and Kansas State for a shorter 
name, Instead of K. 8. A. C. The 
initials unfortunately are confused 
with K. C. A. C, the Kansas City 
Athletic Club, and K. c. V. C, the 
Kansas City Veterinary College. At 
Iowa State the initials I. 3. C. are uaed 
to some extent They are contused 
with I, C, js., the International Cor- 
respondence Schools. Inventions have 
to be fool proof. It is the same with 
names. If every one will use Kansas 
State when speaking of the College 
instead of K. S. A. C, It only will ue 
a short time until every one will know 
the name Kansas State means the 
state college of agriculture and me- 
chanic arts.

But a large per cent of this dam- 
age can be prevented by methods of 
eradication perfected) by entomologists 
at the agricultural college ir-ibe last 
few years. Fanners get two chances 
to tight the chinch family every year 
—first when they J>egln to migrate 
from one field Js 
spring, and later *wy 
winter homes of grass In November 
and December. Both methods now 
have been t so well developed and 
proved that the pest can be controll- 
ed If measures against it are taken 
in time, the bug men say. 

Dr T. J. Headlee, formerly entom- 
ologist at the agricultural college 
and J. W. McColloch, now assistant 
entomologist the writers of the bul- 
letin, have learned in several years 
of testing, that ninety-five per cent 
of the chinch bugs winter in bunch 
grass and bluestem, and that by burn- 
ing these grasses In tall, practically 
all of the bugs can be killed. Dry 
weather or wet weather barriers will 
control, effectively, the pest in the 
spring, but If fall burning Is done 
properly there will be no necessity 
for the use of spring methods, the 
writers declare. The burning method 
is the most effective and cheapest 

The life hiatory and habits of 
chinch bugs are given In full In the 
bulletin, and many new facts In re- 
gard to hibernation and migration 
are brought out Results obtained 
with the chinch bug fungous disease 
at this station and In other States are , 
discussed In detail.

The Teacher* of the State Wfll Ask 
Legislation. 

The Kansas State Teachers' Asso- 
ciation Is preparing to enter upon an 
active campaign to enlist every teach- 
er la the state In an educational 
movement to obtain better school 
lawa and more co-operation between 
patrons and school authorities. The 
first move of the new plan will be 
the appointment within the next 
month of a paid secretary, familiar 
with educational affairs. 

The duty of the secretary will be 
to gather data on school Improve- 
ment* in other states and cities and 
keep each teacher in the state in- 
formed on various new educational 
Improvements. 

The secretary, with the board of di- 
rectors ot the state association, will 
prepared drafts of legislation. This 
board of directors will consist of eight 
teachers elected by the teachers, one 
from each congressional district, and 
four teachers, who will hold their of- 
fice by virtue ot being the last four 
presidents of the state teacher*' or-! 
ganlaatlon. 

"The employment of a secretary to 
be paid by the teachers means the 
Instructors of Kansas boys and girls 
realize the necessity of keeping step 
with the modern progress In educa- 
tional affair*," M. E. Pearson, super- 
intendent of schools on the Kansas 
side, said. 

"The legislatures have been In a 
manner derelict In their duty towards 
school legislation," Mr. Pearson con- 
tinued. "The failure to give proper 
legislation has resulted in educational 
experts dropping the Kansas schools 
to twenty -fourth in the list Of states. 

"Personally, I do not blame the 
members of the legislature In tht 
pest for the failure to provide proper 
legislation as much as I blame the 
teachers of the state. We were un- 
organized. I would go to Topeka to 
argue for a bill. But I would go as 
an Individual, Just as dozen* of other 
teachers would. 

"But In the future there Is going 
to be no shifting of responsibility. 
The teachers, with their centralized 
organization, are going to he prepar- 
ed to recommend to the legislature 
the best Improvements for the school 
service. Their recommendations will 
i (-present the majority opinion of the 
teachers of Kansas, more than four- 
teen thousand Strong. 
"The next legislature of Kansas 



will give better school legislation for 
the boys and girl* of the state, or 
It will rebuke those fourteen thou- 
sand teachers and accept the respon- 
sibility for bad legislation. Then the 
voters of Kansas will do the rest. 

"The fathers and mothers of our 
boy* and girls want the beat schools 
possible, and they are not going to 
stand tor politic* Interfering."

Within a abort time Manhattan may 
be using water from the Blue river 
if the plana of the city commissioners 
prove feaaable. For some time the 
city dads have been trying to figure 
out a plan whereby they com a rumlab 
the patrons of the water department 
soft water. It la a well-known fact 
that the water of the Blue, If Altered 
and treated to a softening process, 
would be an improvement over the 
water from the wall*. With this Idea 
In view, a force from the city engi- 
neer'! office drew a line from the 
Rocky Ford dam to the pumping sta- 
tion for the purpose of ascertaining 
the relative height of the two points. 

The department completed the line 
of level today, which begins at the 
low water mark below tbe dam and 
runs to the water In the old channel 
of the Blue at the pumping station. 
The difference in elevation was found 
to be eight feet and eight Inches tow- 
er at the pumping station than at tbe 
dam. 

A line was also run from Knox Bend 
to the old river bed near the pumping 
station, a distance of a mile across 
the old Horseshoe Bend; the differ, 
ence In elevation at this point was 
found to be two feet and a half. The 
object of these lines was to ascertain 
the possibility of getting the Blue 
river water to the pumping station in 
case the city should desire to furnish 



water could be filtered at leaa ex- 
pense, than could the well water, in 
soft water to it* patrons. The river 
view ot tbe tact that well water con- 
tain* a greater amount of salts than 
doe* that from tbe river. Tbe pro- 
1 portion of solids contained In tbe for- 
mer being five hundred and seventy- 
i one per million gallons, while that 
j from the river contains only three I 
hundred and twenty- six part*, to the 
same number of gallons. 

The city engineer will report tbe re- 
sult of hi* Investigations at tbe next 
I regular meeting of the commissioners, 
* together with some recommendations 
as to tbe manner ot handling ut« wa- 
ter over this distance, also as to the ' 
purity of the water when filtered. 

In many of the cities where river 

: water Is used the quality of It Is 

found to be excellent and there Is 

less danger of a shortage during the 

hot dry months ot summer.
